@u Ting Fang, Chinese Minister, 
Will Also Speak to the Dele- 
gates—Japanese Commis- 
sioner Will Interest 
Convention. 


Philsdelphia, June 9.—Most of the; dele- 
gates who will attend the Southern Irdus- 
trial convention, which will open here 
Tuesday morning, are expected to arrive 
tomorrow. 

The opening session will begin at 1 
o'clock Tuesday, and will be called to 
order by H. H. Hargrove, president of 
the Southern Industrial Association. There 
will be addresses by Governor Stone, 
Mayor Ashbridge, Theodore C. Search, 
John H. Converse and John F. j.awis, 
and responses by President Hargrove, 
Governor A. H. Longino, of Mississippi, 
and Mayor J. W. Riggins, of Waco, Tex. 
During the afternoon there will be an ex- 
tursion on the Deleware river, and in the 
evening a session at which Hon. Hoke 
Smith, former secretary of the interior, of 
Atlanta, Ga., will deliver an address on 
"The Resources of the South,’’ and Rob- 
ert C. Ogden, president of the Southern 
Educational Conference, on “Popular 
Cducation, the Power of Industrial 
Progress.”’ 

The sessions will continue until Friday, 
and there will be, among other features, 
addresses by the governors of southern 
states, by mayors of several southern 
tities. by the Chinese minister, Wu Ting 
Fang, and by Tetsuaro Inumaru, of th? 
Separtment of commerce and agriculture, 
Japan. 

Commercial bodies from all sections of 
the south will be represented at the con- 
rention, and the whole trend of the meet- 
mge will be the one indicated in the offi- 
“The develop- 
ment of the south means the enrichment 
dbf the nation.” 

The convention is designed to be devoid 
df politics or sectionalism. 


McKINLEY FOR A THIRD TERM. 


Congressman Grosvenor Thinks the 
President Could Be Re-elected. 

Cincinnati, June 9.—‘‘There has been no 
time in our history when conditions 
would so justify the election of a presi- 
dent to a third term as in the case of 
McKinley.’’ 

This remark was recently made by Con- 
gressman Charles H. Grosvenor. 

‘“‘McKinley is personally the most popu- 
lar president we have had in a long time, 
and he has certainly most creditably per- 
formed the duties of his high office. I 
think it is time, furthermore, to demol- 
ish the fiction that there is an unwritten 
law, established by Washington, that no 
president of the United States may ac- 
cept a third term. The facts are, as 
any student of the times may discover, 
that it was fear of defeat which impelled 
Washington to decline a third nomina- 
tion. Being a federalist, he was the ob- 
ject of very violent attacks on the part 
of the democrats of his day, and recog- 
nizing the growing strength of his op- 
ponents, he doubted, as I believe, his abil- 
ity again to secure an election if he 
should run.”’ 


FIVE KILLED, SEVEN INJURED. 


Wreck on the Delaware, Lackawan- 
na and Western. 
Binghamton, N. Y., June 9.—Five men 
were killed and seven injured in last 

night’s wreck at Vestal. The killed: 

JOHN P. KELLY, head brakeman. 

§. R. POLHAMUS, conductor. 

ELMER POLHAMUS, trainman. 

JOHN COULTER, fireman. 

FRED WITHERBY, fireman. 

Seven others, all but two of whom were 
trainmen, were injured. 

Several of those who were thought to 
be fatally hurt last night recovered from 
the concussion. All through the early 
morning hours the rescuers toiled about 
@mong the burning freight cars at the 
peene of the explosion, but it was not 
until late this afternoon that portions of 
the last dismembered body were discov- 
ered a quarter of a mile from where the 
explosion occurred, while -the tracks of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
railroad were comouletely blocked until 
past midday. Both trains were com- 
pletely wrecked and the engines of the 
wild cat freight which ran into the rear 
of No. 61, which was taking water at 
the time and which carried the fatalities 
of dynamite, were reduced to scrap iron, 
pieces of which have been picked up at 
a distance of half a mile away. 

Aside from the damage to railroad 
property, much minor damage is report- 
ed. Nearly every house in the village of 
Vestal and Union, which is across the 
river from the wreck, lost more or less 
of its window glass, while farmers’ 
houses and barns near the scene were 
badly shattered. None of the inmates, 
however, were injured.

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Washington, June 9.—The slight im- 
provement in Mrs. McKinley's héalth 
which manifested itself the latter part of 
the week continues, and hope begins to 
be felt that she may after all recover 
from the present attack. The improve- 
ment, however, is so slight as not to 
change materially the extreme gravity 
of the case. 

The usual consultation of the physicians 
was held this morning, and at its close 
the following bulletin was issued: 

“11:15 A. M.—Mrs. McKinley’s physi- 
cians report that she passed a very com- 
fortable night and continues to improve.” 

The fact that Mrs. McKinley has more 
than held her own and that no unfavor- 
able turn has occurred is considered in 
every way encouraging, but as this re- 
Sult is due partly to the constant use of 
powerful medicines, the physicians fear 
the effect of reducing the stimulants and 
likewise have to cope with the effect on 
her system of the constant administra- 
tion of the only means of prolonging her 
life and making ultimate recovery at 
least a possibility, These stimulants and 
the complaint from which she suffered 
in California, which is now under better 
control, have so weakened her powers 
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of resistance that apprehension is ever 
.present that a sinking spell may occur 
suddenly from which she cannot be ral- 
lied. Dr. Rixey regularly makes three 
visits each day, one in the morning, when 
there is a consultation of physicians, 
another in the afternoon and a third in 
the evening. He called this afternoon 
about 3 o’clock and finding Mrs. McKin- 
ley comfortable and progressing as well 
as could be expected, he and the presi- 
dent went out for a long drive, lasting 
more than an hour and a half, both going 
to the sick room at once upon returning. 

Subsequently the doctor said that no 
material change had occurred since the 
morning bulletin. 

Friends, official and personal, of the 
presidential family continue to show their 
Sympathy by personal inquiries and by 
leaving their cards. Even the members 
of the cabinet as a rule merely leave 
their cards, in order to avoid disturbing 
the president. Mrs. Charles Emory 
Smith, Secretary Long, Lieutenant Gen- 
eral and Mrs. Miles, Commander Cowles, 
of the navy, Assistant Secretary of War 
Sanger and Miss Hitchcock were among 
those who thus expressed their sympathy 
during the day.

REFUSED TO DISMISS WEDGE 


Judge Gibson on the Request of Mi- 
nority Stockholders. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 9, --Judge Gib- 
son, in the circuit court, refused to dis- 
miss Utley Wedge, recetver of the Siegel- 
Sanders Live Stock Commission Com- 
whose refusal was requested by 
the minor stockholders in the company. 
Wedge was appointed a month ago on 
the application of Frank Rockefeller, of 
Cleveland, ©., princival stockholder in 
the company, and some of the other 
stockholders alleged that the receiver 
favored Rockefeller in adjusting the firm’ 
affairs. Since the failure, President Sie- 
gel has been arrested, charged with mis- 
application of over $100,000. Rockefeller 
had helped reorganize the firm and on 
the stand testified to having signed for 
Siegel's use in straightening out its af- 
fairs guarantees in blank that afterwards 
were turned up for $750,000. 


THEY SHOULD KEEP UP STUDIES 


Benjamin Wheeler on Duties of fie 
West Pointers. 

New York, June 9.—That army officers 
should continue their schooling as long 
as they are in the service of the United 
States is the policy urged upon the gov- 
ernment by Benjamin Ide Wheeler, Ph.D., 
LL.D., president of the University of Cal- 
ifornia, who has just come to N&aw York 
after spending a week at West Point as 
one of the president’s representatives cn 
the board of visitors at the United States 
military academy. 

“Army officers gught not to regard their 
education as completed upon their gradu- 
ation from West Point,’’ said President 
Wheeler today. ‘“‘They are professional 
men, and a system should be established 
by which they may from time to time 
engage in systematic professional studies 
to bring themselves abreast of the times. 

“West Point is the best military school 
in the world. It represents the liberal 
military education as contrasted with the 
extreme specialization of the military 
schools of France, Germany and Russia. 
The West Point cadet is soundly trained 
in the foundation principles of-all the 
four great branches of the service—en- 
gineering, artillery, cavalry and infantry. 
But in provisions for keeping our officers 
in touch with advancement in their pro- 
fession we lag behind other countries. The 
necessity of spending several thousand 
dollars a year more than his income which 
devolves upon the military attaches at an 
American legation abroad makes it pos- 
sible for only a few of our officers to en- 
jov this great opportunit-- to learn. Once 
in four years every officer should have a 
furlough of from four to six months to 
stud- forefgn military organizations and 
methods.’’ 


SMITH COLLIDED WITH NEGRO 


Fatal Result of Accident to Bicy- 
clists in New York. 

New York. June 9.—Ernest Smith, the 
confidential man of Genera] Traffic Man- 
eger T. E. Eger, of the Clyde steamship 
line, died in an uptown hospital this 
mcrning from a fractured skull received 
in a “head-on” collision with a i1egro on 
a bicycle at Eighty-sixth street and Cen- 
tral park, west, on Thursday last... Mr. 
Smith had been unconscious from the 
time that he was taken to the hospital. 
He was riding his tvheel early on Thurs- 
day morning when a burly negro on a 
wheel ran into him. The negro disap- 
peared after the accident, and half an 
hour later Mr. Smith was discovered hy 
a gentleman who was passing and was 
taken to the hospital. For nearly twenty- 
four hours his identity was unknown, and 
his family did not know what had become 
of him. The police are looking for the 


negro. 

Mr. Smith was thirty-three vears of nze. 
He had b2en in the employ of the Clyde 
line for twelve years.

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COMMISSION IS AT MANILA

CAPTAIN KREPS IS GOVERNOR 


Judge Taft Tells the People How 
Taxes Are To Be Paid—Cailles 
Has Not Surrendered. 


Manila, June 9.--The Philippine com- 
mission returned to Manila today from 
the province of Nueva Ecija, Luzon. hav- 
ing organized a provincial government 
at San Isidro, capital of the province, 
with Captain Jacob E. Kreps, of the 
Twenty-second infantry, as governor; 
Lieutenant Richard C. Day, of the Thir- 
ty-fourth volunteer infantry, as. treas- 
urer, and Lieutenant DeWitt C. Lyles, 
of the same regiment, as supervisor. 

Judge Taft told the people that if no 
power were given to levy customs, the 
expenses of the _ central government 
would be provided by additional internal 
taxes. He pointed out also that if the 
decision of the authorities at Washington 
should result in free trade with the 
United States opening such a great mar- 
ket, the increase in land values would 
enable the people to respond to the in- 
creased internal taxes. 

The northern tour has been postponed. 

The American astronomical commission 
has returned from Sumatra and will safl 
for home shortly. 

‘Lieutenant Wray’s command has had 
six engagements with the insurgents in 
the province of Sorsogan, Luzon, killing 
six. Twenty-three insurgents were cap- 
at and near Atimonan, 
province of Tayabas, and several 
minor captures are reported from other 
parts of southern Luzon, where the in- 
surgents are still active. 

The report circulated in the United 
States that General Cailles had surren- 
dered is unfounded. 


CUBANS ARE CHANGING MIND 


Platt Améndment Will Be Accepted 
by Them. 

Havana, June 9.—The conservative mem- 
bers of the constitutional convention are 
absolutely confident tonight that the 
Platt amendment will be accepted 
that several radicals will join with the 
fifteen delegates who heretofore have 
voted in favor of an acceptance . 

The last few days seem to have brought 
about a change in the attitude of dele- 

gates who had been bitterly arraigning 
the Washington government for rejecting 
the convention interpretations of the 
amendment. The strong pressure from 
the outside brought to bear upon the 
convention to finish its business and to 
place the country on a settled basis has 
had an excellent effect upon the radicals. 
inducing them to accept the Inevitable, 
and some of them now argue that it would 
be perhaps better to accept the amend- 
ment, hoping for some form of indepen- 
dence, than to prolong the military oc- 
cupation of the island. 

The convention will meet in secret ses- 
sion tomorrow. It is expected that sev- 
eral days will elapse before a vote is 
taken. 


THE CHINESE ARE REJOICING. 


Their Court Will Return to Pekin in 
September. 

Pekin, June 9.—The Chinese express 
great satisfaction at the announcement 
of the intention of the court to return 
to Pekin in September. All the foreign 
troops, with the exception of the lega- 
tion guards, are expected to withdraw 
ere the middie of that month, the only 
troops not already under orders of with- 
drawal being the Japanese, whose govern- 
ment is sending relief. It is said, how- 
eyer, at the Japanese légation that wl@n 
Japan is absolutely certain the other pow- 
ers are evacuating, her own troops can be 
withdrawn on two days’ notice. 

General Voyron, the French command- 
er, has instructions to leave one. brigade 
for service in China and the French 
transports are en route... The British will 
have completed their departure by the end 
of September, ten transports making two 
journeys to India, 


ARE TO EXTEND JURISDICTION 


Effort of Apostclic Delegation at

Rome, June 9.—It is asserted in reliable 
quarters that Cardinal Gibbons, in the 
course of his frequent conferences with 
Cardinal Rampolla, papal secretary of 
state, Monsigncr Nozaleda, archbishop of 
Manila, and other high ecclesiqstics, in 
addition to effecting a settlement of the 
question of the properties of the religious 
orders in the Philippines, is negotiating 
for an extension to Cuba and the Philip- 
pines of the jurisdiction of the apostolic 
Gelegation at Washington.

HE BROUGHT AROUT THE 
EMBALMED. BFEF INQUIRY 
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Daly’s Body Was Found in the Bath- 
room at His Home in Pittsburg, 
Pa., Yesterday Morning. 

He Suffered with 
Insomnia.

Pittsburg, June 9.—Major W. H. Daly, 
surgeon general on the staff of Lieuten- 
ant General Miles in Porto Rico, commit- 
ted suicide at his home here today by 
shooting himself in the right temple. _ 

The body was found in the bathroom 
by Miss Mary Short, the, housekeeper, 
lying in a pool of blood, with a 38 cali- 
ber revolver lying on the floor. Dr. Fos- 
ter, who was summoned at once, found 
the bullet hole in the temple and an- 
nounged that death had taken place sev- 
eral hours before. Miss Short then re- 
membered hearing a sharp report at about 
7:30 a. m., but thought it was the quick 
closing of a window by some one. No 
cause is known for Dr. Daly’s act unless 
it be that insomnia drove him to tem- 
porary insanity. For .some time past he 
has been unable to sleep reguiarly and 
it is thought after a sleepless night he 
concluded to end it all. The doctor was 
a widower and leaves no immediate fam- 
ily. He was fifty-nine years of age and 
for many years has been prominent in 
medical circles. He gained international 
prominence during the Cuban war as it 
was his report to the commanding gen- 
eral of the army that started the ‘‘em- 
balmed beef’’ investigation. 

Miles Esteemed Him. 

Washington, June 9.—lIieutenant Gen- 
eral Miles said tonight that he was not 
surprised at the suicide of Dr. Daly in 
view of the great personal bereavement 
that the doctor had suffered recently and 
the undermining of his health by a se- 
vere attack of the grip last winter. Gen- 
eral Miles esteemed Dr. Daly very high- 
ly and the two were intimate friends. 
Surgeon Daly was a deputy to Assistant 
Surgeon Generali Chari@ R. Greenleaf, 
on the staff of the ecummanding general 
during the Spanish-Aimerican war, and 
General Miles testified tonight to the thor- 
oughness with which he performed his 
duties in attending to the wants of the 
sick, caring for the wounded and estab- 
lishing hospit: ils. 


JUMPED FROM A WINDMILL. 
Suicide of Former Cashier Sears at 
Monticello, Wis. 

Milwaukee, June 9.—A Sentinel special 
from Monticello, Wis., says that the body 
of John F. Se ars, formerly cashier of 
the Bank of Monticello, was found June 
2d at the foot of a windmill on a farm be- 
longing to him about one mile north of 
this village. His sudden death brought 
to Hight he fact that he was financially 
embarrassed and that at the time of his 
death the directors of the bank were de- 
manding examinations. It is also learned 
that creditors were growing uneasy. These 
facts furnished the basis for the belief 
that Sears committed suicide by jumping 
from the top of the windmill. Sears’s bank 
books are in confusion, but the bank is 
amply protected against any possible loss. 
Those familiar with his affairs, however, 
place his liabilities in and outside the bank 
at about $40,000, and his assets at about 
$25 000. He was also executive of a cream-

MORE OF STOLEN GOLD FOUND 


It Was in an Earth Vault Near a 
Hotel at Mineral Point. 

Milwaukee, Wis., June ¥.—A Sentinel 
special from Mineral Point, Wis., says 
that $13,000 more of the gold coin stolen 
from the’ First National bank on the 
morning of May 34th has been recovered. 
It was found in the earth vault of a 
common outhouse of the City hotel, about 
a block from the looted bank, at which 
the prisoner, Steward Jeleff, boarded. 
It is believed that the detectives got 
information from the prisoner under the 
sweat box methods of the detectives. 
Detective Shipley, of St. Louis, went into 
the vault and dragged the treasure from 
its hiding place. The gold, when found, 
was in five bags, one containing $9,000 
and the others $1,000 each. 

This find and the $8,000 before recovered 
comprised all the gold missing from the 
bank. The balance, $,000, is in currency 
and the detectives hope to recover it 
later.

New York, June 9.—The Rey. H. D. 
Von Brockhuizen, of Pretoria, South Af- 
rica, the minister who closed the volks- 
raad with prayer after President Kru- 
ger’s ultimatum had been read to that 
body, is in this city. His brother, Dr. 
H. J. Von Brockhuizen, of the Orange 
Free State, who served in the Boer 
armies, accompanied him. ‘Their mission 
in this country is to raise money for the 
Boer women and children now in refugee 
camps. Rev. Dr. Von Brockhuizen said 
in an interview: 

“Our women and children, who are at 
present concentrated in camps establish- 
edi by the British, are in a horrible cordi- 
tion. It was bad enough when I left 
South Africa, but I know from let*ters 
that I have received—one only the cther 
day from my sister—that it is a hundred 
times worse now.”’

Dr. Von Brockhuizen said further ef the 
camps:

TRIAL OF CRABTREE “CROWD 


They Are Charged with the Murder 
of a Relative—Excitement at 
Galena, Mo. 


Galena, Mo., June 9.—An unusual scene 
was presented here at the preliminary 
hearing of Mrs. John Stallion, her fath- 
er, James Crabtree, and his two sons, 
Frank and Charles Crabtree, for the mur- 
der of Alice Stallion, the woman's six- 
teen-vear-old stepdaughter. The hearing 
is being held in a grove, the two justices 
sitting at a table under a tree, and 2,000 
people, attracted from points for miles 
around, forming a circle about the court 
and defendants. Notwithstanding no 
overt act has yet been attempted, threats 
have been made against the Crabtrees by 
many of the strangers in town and the 
county officials are taking the precau- 
tion at their command to protect the 
prisoners. Galena is off a railroad, and 
the fact. that 2,000 people would care to 
come miles to attend the hearing is con- 
sidered significant. 

I. has been decided to exhume the body 
of the girl that it may be examined to in- 
vestigate a theory of the county prose- 
cutor that a criminal assault was made 
upon her by one or both of the Crabtree 


boys, and that they killed her to hide the 


crime. 


RECENT GIFT. 


ROCKEFELLER ’S 
‘ ac 
Dr. Bigger Says the Scheme Is In 
Hands of Medical Men. 
Cleveland, O., June 9.—Dr. H. F. Big- 
ger, of this city, the family physician of 
John D. Rockefeller, in speaking of Mr. 
Rockefeller’s recent gift of a large sum of 
monev for medical research, said tonight: 
“Mr. Rockefeller has put his sugges- 
tion of medical research into the hands 
of a number of famous medical scientists, 
among them representatives of Colum- 
bia and Johns Hopkins universities, the 
University of Pennsylvania, the Univer- 
sitv of Chicago and other institutions. 
These gentlemen will look over the ground 
and make such recommendations as they 
regard as practical. Until then, I do not 
Rockefeller will form his

plans. 

Dr. Bigger then went into detail in re- 
viewing the efforts of the English govern- 
ment in endeavoring to check tuberculo- 
sis, and the city of Buffalo in the matter 
of learning the origin of cancer, and said 
that the work would probably be along 
this line.

They will hold their 
mectings at the Temple of Music at the 
exposition, and will be entertained by 
Sousa’s band, which has just arrived at 
the exposition for a month's stay, the 
Mexican Artillery band, sent by President 
Diaz, of Mexico, as a compliment to the 
American people, and other bands and 
musicians.

THEY FIRE GUNS INTO THE AIR 


Professor Moore on the French Peas- 
ant’s Practice. 
Washington, June 9.—The extensive re- 
ports of United States Consul Covert, at 
Lyon, France, relative to the success of 
cannon firing in France as a means of 
protecting orchards and vineyards from 
hailstorms and also for the purpcse of 
mitigating or nullifying the effects of 
frosts upon vegetation have prompted 
numerous inquiries by horticulturists in 
this ccuntry as to when, if at all, our gov- 
ernment would adopt similar methods of 

protection. 

Professor Willis L. Moore, the chief of 
the weather bureau, acting under the 
direction of Secretary Wlilsen, has tssued 
to the press the following statement: 

“After an examination of all that has 
been published during the past two years, 
my conviction is that we have here to do 
w:th a popular delusion as remarkable as 
is the bellef in the effect of the moon on 
the weather, The uneducated veasaniry 
of Eurcpe secm to be Ilcoking for some- 
thing miracuious. They rather believe fn 
cannonading as a means of protection, 
and spend on it abundance of money, time 
and labor, than adopt the very simple 
expedient of mutual insurance against 
the losses that must inevitably occur, 

“The great proceszes going on in the 
atmosphere are conducted on too large a 
scale to warrant any man or nation in at- 
tempting to control them. The energy ex- 
penced by nature in the production of a 
hailstorm, a tornado or a rainstorm cx- 
ceeds the combined energy of all the 
sfeam engines and explosives in the 
world. It ts useless for mankind to corn- 
bat nature on this scale. 

“After the experience that this country 
has had during the past ten years witn 
rainmakers, I am loath to believe that the 
bcembeardment of hailstorms ever will be 
practiced or even attempted in the United 
States, much less encouraged bv the in- 
telligent portion of th> community. Every 
effort should he made to counteract the 
spread of the delusion which has been 
imported into this country by Consul 
Covert.” 


THEY MOBBED THE MOTORMAN 


Small Riot in Chicago Yesterday. 
Indigmant Italians. 
Chicago, June 9.—An attempt to run 
a street car through a religious proces- 
sion of Italians at Eighteenth and Clark 
streets today precipitated a riot, in which 
the windows of the car were smashed and 
one man was injured. A riot call to the 
Twenty-second street police station 
brought a wagon load of officers, who 
saved the motorman and cdénductor from 
bodily injury. Sticks and stones were 
hurled at the car until there was not a 
whole window left in it. The police 
restored order with great difficulty, the 
Italians being bent on getting at the car 
crew, but the counsel of the priests in the 
procession averted a more serious conflict. 


WILL STRIKE ON JULY FIRST. 


Woodworkers of Chicago Demand a 
Nine Hour Day. 

Chicago, June 9.—Members of the Amal- 
gamated Woodworkers union, who are 
employed in saloon, store and office fix- 
ture manufactories, at a meeting tonight 
decided to go on strike July Ist, if their 
demand for a minimum scale of wages 
of 23 cents an hour and a nine-hour day 
be not granted. The manufacturers sub- 
mitted a proposition to the unton making 
the wages for cabinet makers and ma- 
chine hands $2 and for finishers $1.80 for 
nine hours. The men claim this is a re- 
duction of 10 per cent of last year's scale, 
and, if necessary, they will strike to 
force the manufacturers to come to terms, 
About two thousand-men are. affected. 


STRATTON REDEEMED MINE 


Helps Tabor’s Widow, Because Her 
Late Husband ‘Aided Him. 
Leadville, Col.,~ June 9.—Winfield  S. 
Stratton. the millionaire mine owner of 
Cripple Creek, has redeemed the Match- 
less mine in Leadville for the widow of 

the late Senator Tabor. 

Years ago Senator Tabor advanced 
some money to Stratton when Stratton 
was a poor, struggling miner, and he 
never forgot it. When Tabor died he 
had lost almost everything and he was 
vainly endeavoring to save the Matchless 
mine, which he always insisted still con- 
tained millions in its lower contacts nev- 
er explored.

POLICEMAN WOUNDED 
BY DRUNKEN SOLDIE

Officer Quinn Shot Three Times 
in Arresting Private J, L 
Batt) 


POLICEMAN'S LEFT EAR 
WAS ALMOST SHOT OFF 


Quinn Used His Club Freely and 
Disarming His Assailant, Went 
with Him to the Station 
House—Occurred in 
Heart of City. 


While under arrest J. L. ‘Barry. a pri- 
vate soldier from Fort. McPherson, drew 
a pistol and shot Patrolman J. H. Quinn 
three times yesterday afternoon about 2 
o’clock near the corner of Marietta and 
Peachtree streets, 

Four shots were fired in quick succes- 
Sion and three times the officer felt the 
bullets sting his flesh. On account of his 
bad aim and the pistol being of small 
caliber, the soldier did not kill the police- 
man, but his escape was nothing short of 
a miracle. 

One of the bullets nearly severed the 
policeman’'s ear from his head; one cut 
the end of his thumb, and the third 
passed through the front of his coat, vest, 
cravat and underclothing, stopping just 
as it bruiséd the flesh. The cravat was 
doubled up under the vest and served as 
a soft padding for the bullet, 

While the soldier was shooting, Officer 
Quinn continud to hold him, and with 
his club he knocked the soldier down and 
disarmed him before the fifth shot was 
fired. 

The whole affair occurred within half 
a minute, and the officer, although bleed- 
ing from three wounds and not knowing 
but what he was fatally wounded, had 
his prisoner disarmed and bleeding at 
his feet. 

Caused Great Excitement. 

The shooting occurring, as it did, in the 
heart of the city and at 2 o'clock Sunday 
afternoon, caused the most intense ex- 
citement and several hundred people gath- 
ered about the policeman and soldier. 
Both were bleeding about the head and it 
was not known for some time who was 
shot, many thinking th.t the policeman 
had shot the soldier. 

Other officere were quickly on the scene 
and they took charge of the soldier and 
had Quinn’s wounds temporarily dressed. 
With a heroism which was applauded by 
the crowd. Officer Quinn got into the 
patrol wagon with the prisoner and rode 
to the police barracks, from where he 
was taken to the Grady hospital. 

The policeman will be laid up several 
days, but he is not seriously hurt. 

The soldier has several contusions about 
the head made by the officer’s club. 

In All Sorts of Trouble. 

J. Il. Barry belongs to company A, of 
the Twenty-seventh United States infan” 
try. He is small of stature and looks 
like a boy. For several days he has been 
in the city drinking heavily and has 
been arrested three times by the police 
for public disorder. It was pay-day at 
the fort last Thursday and Barry has 
been drunk ever since he got his "money. 
Thursday night he had a fight with a 
citizen in a down-town saloon and the 
citizen drew a pistol to protect himself. 
For this Barry was arrested and was 
fined $15.75 by the recorder. The fine was 
paid by a corporal. 

Friday night the corporal got locked up 
and Barry went to the police barracks 
to pay him out, turn about being fair 
play. Barry was still drinking, and when 
he walked back to the prison with the 
turnkey he cursed the police department, 
applying very profane epithets. He was 
arrested on the spot and locked up, the 
corporal. being released. Saturday the 
corporal again paid Barry out of his trou- 
ble by putting up $5.75. 

Barry promised to return to the fort 
and behave himself, 

Ordered Off the Streets. 

Yesterday afternoon Officer Quinn saw 
three or four soldiers on Marietta street, 
between Peachtree and Forsyth streeta 
and he ordered them away, as they were 
all drinking. They promised to leave and 
got into a cab. Half an hour jater Bar- 
ry again appeared and was drunk. Quinn 
walked up to him and said: 

“IT have given you a chance to get off 
the streets and you haven't taken it.’’ 

Barry became insolent and cursed out 
the south and the police. 

Quinn took hold of the soldier’s enat 
sleeve, remarking: 

“I'll just lock you up.” 

The officer started across Marietta 
street to a call box which is lovated near 
the corner of Peachtree street. 

garry went without any resistance, but 
as he walked along he was slipping his 
hand into his pocket for his pistol. He 
got it out before the policeman noticed 
what he was d&ng, and, without a word 
of warning, fired the weapon straight at 
the policeman’s head. The ball struck 
the officer's left ear and nearly cut 
from his head. 

Policeman Taken by Surprise. 

Quinn was utterly taken by surprige. 
Before he could draw his own pistol, the 
soldier swung around and continued to 
shoot. Altogether four shots were fired. 

Officer Quinn, seeing that it would be 
use.ess to attempt to get his pistol, used 
his club. striking the soldier over the 
head a number of times. The well-direct- 
ed blows, applied with great force, caused 
Barry to stagger back, dazed and weak, 
He was prevented from firing a fifth shot, 

-As the soldier reeled backward the po- 
liceman sprang forward, his face and 


clothes dyed red with blood, and seized 
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the pistol from Barry’s relaxing hand. 
_ A great crowd of people ran up from 
every direction, there being several -sol- 
He Rode with the Soldier. 
| Other officers took charge of Barry and 
sent him to the poiice barracks, Officer 
Quinn riding in the same wagon. 
_ As the policem tepped into the wag- 
on, as bloody as his prisoner, and re- 
marked, ‘‘I’ll see this fellow safe in pris- 
on,”” the crowd cheered him. 
Chief Bali was notified of the shoot- 
ing and he was at the police barracks in 
time to take Quinn to the Grady hospital 
in his buggy. 
dressed Quinn’s wounds and pronounced 
him not seriously -hurt. It required elev- 
@n stitches in the policeman’s ear to get 
it properly dressed. The wound on the 
thumb was'very slight, and the bail that 
struck the breast made only a bruised 
spot., Quinn was taken by Chief Ball 
torhis home on Strong street. 
Policeman Talks of Shooting. 


When seen by a Constitution reporter 
after the shooting, Officer Quinn told how 
it occurred, stating the facts as given 
above, and added: 

“I knew Barry had given the police a 
lot of trouble, but { never thought he 
would go so far as to attempt to murder 
one of us. I always try to treat prisoners 
as gently as possible, especially when 
they are drinking. [ did all I eouid to 
@et Barry and his-comrades to leave my 
eat and return to the fort, but Barry 
would not. take the ehance offered him. 
I had no idea the fellow had drawn a 
pistol and .the first thing I knew about 
his having a weapon was when I heard 
a pistol shoot close to my face and felt 
a sting in my left ear. Before I could 
get myself in position to use my club 
Barry fired four shots, three of which 
took effect. I could have shot the man 
after I secured his pistol, but I knew my 
ciub had done enough for him.”’ 

Barry is charged with assault with in- 
tent to murder and there is such a plain 
case against him that his chances of re- 
turning to the army for quite qa while are 
very slim. He was seen in this cell at the 
police barracks last night by a reporter 
‘of The Conatitution, but he was too 
drunk to make any statement. He de- 
clined to give any history of himself, stat- 
ing that he came from Nashville and 
didn’t care where he was going. He eith- 
er did not remember about the shooting 
or pretended to be ignorant of the affair. 
The pistol he used was a 32-caliber Smith 
& Wesson. 

He will be tried in the poiice court this 
morning at 8:30 o'clock. 

Account of an Eyewitness. 

Duke Ross, a printer, was standing on 
‘Marietta street within twenty steps of 
where the shooting and clubbing took 
place, and saw the trouble fro: . its be- 
ginning until Barry was thrown in the 
patrol wagon and taken to the police bar- 
racks. Ross was seen by a Constitution 
reporter. He said: 

“Il was standing with some friends on 
Marietta street between Hammack’s 
pharmacy and the Office saloon. A cab 
dreve tp to the curb between Folsom's 
restaurant and the saloon, and a soldier 
get out. He appeared to be drunk. The 
policeman on the block walked up to him 
and told him to get back in the cab, that 
he was too drunk to be on the streets on 
Sunday afternoon. The soldier got back 
in his cab and started up Marietta street. 
Before the cab had gone twenty feet it 
was turned round and driven back. The 

. goldier got out and again met the police- 
man. The officer. told thevsoldier to get 
back in the cab, and the latter refused. 
The patrolman persisted and the soldier 
again refused. He said he wanted to 

walk down the street. 

‘The policeman grabbed the soldier's 
left arm and placed him under arrest. 
I am not absolutely sure what happen- 
ed next, whether the soldier tried to 
jerk away from his captor and was club- 
bed, or whether he began shooting with- 
out provocation. I saw him throw his 
right hand back to his hip pocket and 
‘whip out a pistol,’ throw it over his left 
arm directly into the patrolman’s face 
and begin shooting. He fired three times. 

“Then the policeman began clubbing. 
He knocked the. sdldier down twice, beat- 
ing him over the head and face. Another 
policeman came up and took a hand. 
He also clubbed the soldier. The two 
officers continued to beat their prisoner 
after he was down. The soldier’s head 
was a mass of bloody wounds. 

“When the patrol wagon came up the 
djsfigured prisoner was lifted up and 
thrown in like a sack of potatoes. Detec- 
tive Bedford came up about this time and 
said to the two policemen: 

“*T wouldn’t club that man any more. 
He has had enough. He is a prisoner 
and in your power.’ 

“The soldier raised his head in the 
wagon and said to Bedford: ‘You are 
the only gentleman I have met yet in 
Atlanta." 

“The two policemen gave their prisoner 
‘@ severe beating.”’

SHERIFF SHOOTS NEGRO DEAD 


Desperate Prisoner Tries To Kill an 
Officer at Unadilla. 


OCCURRED AT THE JAIL DOOR 


Negro Jerks Pistol from Marshal’s 
Hand and Attempts To 
Use It. 


Unadilla, Ga., June 9.—(Special.)—Fred 
Turner, a negro gambler and desperado, 
was shot and instantly killed here this 
afternoon by Deputy Sheriff W. W. Bar- 
low.

Birmingham, Ala., June 9.—(Special.j— 
Alabama expects to bore oil wells in the 
mear future and work will be done in 
both the southern and northern portions 
ef the state. C. F. Z. Caracristi, an 
cil expert, who is making a tour of the 
Bouth for the purpose of investigating 
the oil fields, especially the Louisiana and 
Texas fields, and preparing a rumber of 
technical articles for the Baltimore Man- 
Mfacturers’ Record, is in Birmingham and 
‘will remain here until tomorrow or Tues- 
day befcre going to New Orleans, where 
he will continue his research. Yesterday 
he went out with a prominent coal and 
iron master of the district and made a few 
preliminary investigations for signs of 
cil. The visiting oil expert states that his 
trip to Birmingham ig not in full ac- 
cordance to his programme, but having 
been here once before in years gone by, 
he stopped over and was invited to look 
at some property. 

Companies are being formed in Birming- 
ham for the purpose of making a definite 
search for ojl. Mr, Caracristi refuses to 
State the locality at which he has looked 
and says that the local managers will 
have to make all announcements. He re- 
fuses to give any details as to the result 
of his little preliminary investigation. He 
Bays that he would not be a party to any 
echenic and, therefore, wiil have to make 
a more definite inquiry as to the property 
before passing an opinion. He says, how- 
ever, that he would not be surprised if 
oil did not exist in this section. He says 
that the @jscovery of oil in Texas by Cap- 
_ tain Lucas, from his best information, 
~ Was more accidental than purposely. He 
states that Captaip Lucas originally went 
to look for sulphur, ard to escape quick- 
Sands. moved down nearer the gulf in 
the Beaumont territory. He pays a high 
tribute, however, to the efforts of Captain 
Lucas. ae 

Mr. Caracristi carries credentials show- 
ing that he is acquainted with the sub- 
ject in which he deals, and taiks inter- 
estingly of Russian and Peruvian oil 
fields. He does not doubt but that cil 
will be found in Alabama as well as in 
Louisiana and Texas, if bored after prop- 
erly. There ig much attention being given 
in this state to the search of oil and the 
first gusher or well «brought in will 
cause a general activity in numerous 
‘parts of the state where there is the 
Slightest suspicion of the existence of 
oil. 


MINERS WILL MAKE DEMANDS 


New Scale Will Be Called for First 
of Month. 


Birmingham, Ala.,. June 9.—(Special.)— 
During this week the Coal Operators’ As- 
sociation of Alabama will hold a meeting 
in Birmingham for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the situation and conditions of 
the cecal mart and to outline a plan of 
action for the conference to be held with 
the miners here on the 2th inst. The 
Alabama district No. 2%, United Mine 
Workers of America, will held their an- 
nual scale ccnvention here on the 17th 
inst., and the attendance will be large. 
The convention will be important, for 
there sre rumors of many demands to be 
made by the miners in a contract for the 
ensuing twelve months commencing July 
ist. The miners wil! form a contract and 
present it to the operators in the confer- 
ence on the 24th. The meeting of the 
operators’ association was called a few 
weeks ago to meet in this city on the 
10th (tomorrow). The call was signed by 
President IT. H. Aldrich and Secretary 
Erskine Ramsey. Neither side, operators 
nor miners, will say anything as to what 
they expect as the outcome of the con- 
ventions. There is much apprehension 
felt on the outside as to a strike. For 
fear that such a result will come about, 
loads of coke are being sent to New Or- 
leans and other points where good con- 
tracts are held and in which no strike 
clause is stipulated. Arrangements have 
been made as to car demurrage while the 
loaded cars of coke are being held to be 
wsed in case a strike occurs. It is be- 
lieved to be certain that the miners will 
ask for a different scale than the present 
one, which is based on the selling price 
of pig iron. They will also ask for semi- 
morthly pay days and eight hours to 
ecnstitute a day’s work. President E4- 
ward Flynn, of the miners’ organization, 
refuses to be interviewed at all on the 
possible outcome. The various locals 
among the -ainers are now electing their 
delegates to the convention which will as- 
semble here on thel7th. The instructions 
Biven these men are held to themselves, 
and rothing will hardly be known until 
the convention meets and the various 
delegates open their mouths as to the in- 
etructions given. The coal mart in this 
state is not very lively tight now, and 
considerable apprehension jis shown. 


OLD FORGE IS IN OPERATION. 


Birmingham Rolling Mills Will In- 
crease Their Output. 


‘Birmingham, Ala., June 9.—(Special.)—It 
is stated that, commencing tomorrow, the 
Birmingham rolling mills will put in op- 
eraticn their old forge or puddling depart- 
ment. This forge has not been in opera- 
tion for more than a year and a half, the 
new forge teing run exclusively. There 
is a need for more muck iron, the mills 
Deing a little behind in their demands for 
finished iron, a1.d the starting, up of the 
old rorge and operating both mégns much.

Jacksonville. Fla., June 9.—(Special.)— 
At 11 o’clock this morning a sailboat with 
two men was seen off Market street, the 
death-trap at the recent fire, and as the 
big Clyde liner steamed out of the har- 
bor the two men in the small boat reeled 
unsteadily to and fro, and with notice- 
able difficulty got their boat out of the 
ship's way. fn 

“They are inexperienced in sailing, 
said an observer standing on the’ side of 
the ‘burned docks, and, dismissing the 
matter from his mind, passed on. Anoth- 
er observer's attention was attracted to 
the boat as it tacked against the wind 
down the stream and occasionally dipped 
before the novice gailors could bring her 
to an even Keel. 

“She'll capsize presently,’’ said one, and 
the suggestion was made-that a rescue 
boat be sent. But it was too late. Even 
before the words were spoken the boat 
was seen to dive, her bow went swiftly 
down and two men were seen struggling 
in the smooth waters of the St. Johns. 
It was only for an instant, for neither of 
them could swim, and when boats reached 
the scene nothing remained but two float- 
ing hats, a box of provisions, that was 
also supplied with a bottle of gin, and 
the little rowboat, the tender to the sall- 
boat. 

The two men, both white, and the large 
boat had all gone to the bottom. The 
boat was heavily laden with iron ballast, 
and quickly sank with her hull filled with 
water. The identity of the men is yet un- 
known, They had started out for May- 
port or Fort George inlet, doubtless for 
a week’s camping and fishing, but no 
friends or relatives have appeared to drag 
for their bodies. For a while there was 
considerable excitement in the city among 
the friends of parties who had started 
out for a day’s fishing, they fearing that 
perhaps the two men were their friends; 
but as yet no one seems to know who 
they were further than it is generally 
stated that they were Cubans. 


DROWNING OF THREE GIRLS. 


With Young Men They Were in a 
Boat Which Sank in Squall.

Consul Cramer, of Florence, 
notes amon~ the imports from the United 
States into that section bicycles, leather 
tools, locks, cotton oil tobacco, agricul- 
tural machines, dynamos, watches, as- 
bestos, corn, salted meats, lard, india 
rubber goods and books. 

Consul Heingartnher, of Catania, savs 
that American revolvers are finding a 
large sale in Sicily; also our sewing ma- 
chines, lard and ‘lubricating oils. The 
Catania branch house of a sewing ma- 
chine company sold 714 machines last 
year. a 

Consul Johnson. of Venice, says that 
the Paris exposition was the means of 
bringing the improved American printing 
press to the attention of local journals, 
which are now installing the new ap- 
paratus. 

There is a demand in Venice for oil 
cloth and stoves and the consul regrets 
that merchants who have written to 
American manufacturers of these articles 
have received no answer. 

Consul Jarvis says that Milan is de- 
veloping rapidly and is in a prosperous 
condition. When the Simplon tunnel is 
opened business will be still further im- 
proved. American agricultural machinery, 
he adds, holds the market in that sec- 
tion of the country. More of it is used 
than ever before. ° The’ sale of cash reg- 
isters and typewriters is increasing. 
Many of our canned goods are found on 
the shelves of the leading grocers: 

There is a chance for American stoves 
of a cheap pattern; also for leather, both 
raw and made up &@s belting, trunks and 
shoes. The trade in office and house 
furniture could be extended and Amerit- 
can cutlery and machine tools for iron 
and wood industries would find a mar- 
ket.

INTO VOLUNTARY BANKRUPTCY 


Wholesale Fruit Dealers in Charles- 
ton Seek the Courts. 


Charleston, S. C., June 9.—(Special.)— 
Henry Bayer & Son, wholesale fruit deal- 
ers of this city, have filed a petition for 
voluntary bankruptcy in the United 
States district court. The firm is one 
of the oldest in Charleston, and had 
operated a steamship line between this 
port and Cuban and West Indian ports. 
The liabilities amounted to $67,013.72, with 
assets at $91,222.91. There is included in 
the assets $70,063.02 of open accounts, 
which have not been collected, and the 
failure to make collections was respon- 
sible in a way for the financial troubles 
of the firm. 


STRIKERS DRAWING BENEFITS 


Organizer Nedrey Declares the Ma- 
chinists Will Win. 

Norfolk, Va., June 9.—(Spectal.)—The 
machinist strike situation here is at pres- 
ent unchanged. Samuel D. Nedrey, or- 
ganizer of the American Federation of 
Labor, is here and to him committees 
from all the local unions reported this 
afternoon. Especial stress was, in these 
reports, laid upon the failure of the shops 
and of the Seaboard Air Line to replace 
the strikers permanently. Mr. Nedrey 
said in an interview: 

‘The strike at large is practically won. 
We will win: here in Virginia, too. All 
the men have to do is to sit down and do 
nothing for a ijittle longer and the vic- 
tory will be theirs. Affairs are already 
shaving to that end, and I feel confident 
that before another month passes the em- 
ployers will capitulate.”’ 

Last night the first distribution of ben- 
efits from the strike fund of the machin- 
ists was made, the amount being about 
$4,000.

Proposition To Extend Shelby. 
ville Line, 


OPTION WAS BEEN’ SECURED 


Claim That New Line Will Shorten 
Distance to Nashville by About 
35 Miles—Who the Pro- 
moters of the Line 
Are. 


Louisville, Ky., June 9.—The Courier- 
Journal tomorrow will sav: 

‘Unless present ~lans go wrong or are 
upset, Louisville ma-- be connected with 
Nashville by another railroad. It is the 
idea of the promoters to lease or buy 
the Shelbyville and Bloomfield road, build 
it om to Lébanon to connect there with 
the southern division of the Cumt¢riand 
and Ohio. This road is to be extended 
from Greensburg to Scottsville, weere it 
will connect with the Chesapeake and 
Nashville to Gallatin, Tenn. From that 
point the road will be built. into Nash- 
ville. 

“One of the chief promoters of the new 
road is Peter Arlund, a well-known pro- 
moter of this city. It was said yester- 
day that he had secured an option on 
the Shelbyville and Bloomfield and the 
Cumberland and Ohio and would be able 
to secure control of these roads, and 
that he had ample capital behind him to 
build the gaps. 

“Pp. Booker Reed, president of the 
Shelbyville and Bloomfield road, stated 
that he had given no oxtion on his road 
to any person or persons. He admitted 
that Mr. Arlund wanted an option on 
the road, but he did not indicate whether 
it would be given or not. The Cumber- 
land and Ohio is now operated by the 
Louisville and Nashville. 

“According to the story, it is Mr. Ar- 
lund’s intention to connect his road with 
the Southernrailway at Shelbyville, there- 
by giving it a Louisville terminal and a 
Shorter route by about thirty-five miles 
to Nashville. It is also stated that if 
the scheme is successful and the gaps 
between the two roads in Kentucky are 
filled in, a vast amount of timber and 
mineral lands will be opened up in Ken- 
tucky. It is said that an Eddyville capi- 
talist is one of the chief backers of the 
plan.’”’

COMMENCEMENT AT SALEM, VA. 


Roanoke’; Sermon by Rev. I. K. 
Funk Yesterday. 

Salem, Va., June 9.—The commence- 
ment exercises of the forty-eighth year 
of Roanoke college were begun this 
morning with the baccalaureate sermon 
by the Rev. Dr. I. K. Funk. Dr. Funk's 
subject was “‘The Next Step in Evolu- 
tion—The Present Step.’ ‘“‘Tarry there 
till I come.’’ These words, in the legend 
of the ‘‘Wandering Jew,’’ said Dr. Funk, 
smote the guilty priest like successive 
thunder claps, though uttered without the 
noise of speech—this Jesus, now climb- 
ing Cavalry to His death, would come 
again and the Jew could not perish from 
the earth until He -came. That the 
Christ is coming and that His coming is 
near at hand, is believed today by mill- 
ions. He is coming, but how? Hear Him: 
“The kingdom of heaven is as if a man 
should cast seed into the ground and it 
should spring and grow up, he Knoweth 
not how.’’ But whence this germ of life? 
No one can tell. Life always comes from 
above, but develops by natural processes. 
Life reappears in new life. The seed and 
the Christ-like reincarnate themselves in 
more seed, more of the Christ life. 

“Christ found in you in an oft-repeated 
expression in the New Testament. That 
is the second coming of Christ—not that 
it is the only coming. His coming in 
visible shape would be comparatively un- 
important. To meet Him on Broadway 
or on the Strand might be of no real 
value, but who can measure the value 
of having Him recreated in the life of a 
man? 

“Christ came the first time into men's 
vision by coming on the plane of their 
senses. He comes the second time by 
lifting them up to the plane of His spir- 
itual comprehension. 

“This coming of Christ involves a new 
birth, a new creation, a new kingdom. 
The: Darwinian evolution is essentially 
true, its great fault is it does not go far 
enough. As man has stepped from the 
mineral kingdom to the vegetable king- 
dom, ‘and from the vegetable kingdom to 
the mineral kingdom of the natural man, 
so he now steps from the kingdom of the 
natural man to the kingdom of the spir- 
itual man, every eke of this step a 
process that is subject to critical scien- 
tific analysis, if that analysis goes deep 
enough and wide enough and far 
enough. It is the Continuance of evolu- 
tion without a break, without a leap, 
lifting the race, by a new birth through 
Christ, the type-life, up to the plane of 
spiritual being and knowing.”’ 

This evening the annual address before 
the Young Men’s Christian Association 
was delivered by Rev. Dr. Roland C. 
Holland, of Charlotte, N. C., a graduate 
of Roanoke college, class of 1860.

Its only force, therefore, comes from 
the fact that it may be regarded an 
expression of a branch of the treaty- 
making power, uttered at a time when 
the treaty of Paris was under consid- 
eration. There is nothing in it, how- 
ever, to bind anybody, nor can it be 
said to carry very much moral obliga- 
tion, if any at all. The views of one 
branch of congress, expressed under 
the circumstances these were, May or 
may not represent the sentiment of 
congress or of the people. ° 

The fact is, so far as the Philippines 
are concerned, everything is up in the 
air. The supreme court has said that 
the determination of policy for their 
government and final disposition is 
left in the hands of congress, and that 
means in the hands of the American 
people. The present government is 
only temporary—pretends to be noth- 
ing else; when congress and the peo- 
ple have an opportunity to learn more 
about the Philippines they will make 
their decision.

It is remarkable the amount of inter2st 
exhibited in the progress of Mrs, Mc- 
Kinley’s battle for life. From all over 
this country and Purope daily inquiries 
are made at the white house corcerning 
her condition. All the leading newspa- 
pers of the country have men constantly 
On duty at the white house, so that any 
change that may occur may tre at unce 
flashed over the wire to the various news- 
paper offices. It is not a desirable as- 
signment to be detatied for ‘‘death watch” 
duty. The newspaper ‘watchers are ex- 
cluded from the whiteghouse after mid- 
night and they are obliged to camp out 
in the park under the shelter of the big 
fir trees or coil themselves'dovn in a 
corner on the softest side of the stone 
portico they can find. Those who are 
engaged in this inconvenient duty find 
that the hours between midnight and 
dawn drag along very slowly and thus 
far they have been without incident. Dr. 
Rixey usually makes his last call of the 
day a little before midnight. After he 
departs the doors of the executive inan- 
sion are closed,the lights on the lower fioor 
are turned low and the watchers outside 
endeavor to Keep awake spinning news- 
paper yarns and relating similar expcri- 
ences prior to the death of former Sec- 
retary of State Blaine, Mrs. Harrison, 
the wife of the late President Harrison, 
John Sherman, President Garfield, Gen- 
eral Sheridan and other notables who 
have passed away.

Exceptions 
have been made in a few urgent cases, 
but as a general rule the office seeker and

house as possible, knowing that it is the 
desire of the president to be near the 
bedside of his wife whenever the doctors 
and the nurses will permit.

In the afternoon 
about 3 o’clock he goes for a drive in his 
victoria, accompanied by his brother, Ab- 
ner McKinley, or Secretary Cortelyou or 
some member of the cabinet. These drives 
are not prolonged beyond an i::our, and 
before leaving the white house the route 
of the drive is left behind so that should 
an emergency arise the presilent could 
return to the white house at once. 

The only guest at the white house now 
is Miss Barber, Mrs. McKinley's favorite 
nlece. Miss Barber accompanied the pres- 
idential party to California and returned 
to Washington with them. The young la- 
dies of the administration are daily visit- 
ors at the white house and they endeavor 
to make life pass as pleasantly for Miss 
Barber as the distressing conditions wil] 
permit. It is not an unusal sight to see 
Miss Barber and several of her girl 
friends in the south grounds of the white 
house gathering roses and other flowers 
from the beds at this season giving forth 
such an abundance of fragrant and beau- 
tiful blossoms. Miss Wilson, daughter 
of the secretary of agriculture: Mrs. 
Dawes, the young wife of the comptroller 
of the currency, and Miss Merriam, the 
daughter of the director of the census, 
are perhaps the most constant companions 
of Miss Barber.

But as regards 
marriage—the most important relation in- 
to which man can enter—whose character 
is not local or temporal, but exists every- 
where and during life, unless lefAlly dis- 
solved, this diversity of sovereignty has 
resulted in the most astonishing anoma- 
lies, and is a real reproach to our civill- 
zation. 

The marriage relation, according to the 
beliefs of all enlightened people, inheres 
in him who has entered it wherever he 
may te. The husband, leaving his wife 
at home, carries with him the status 
of husband though he go to the ends of 
the world. Under our system of laws, he 
need not do soif he but travelintoa near- 
by state, whence by a few magical passes 
that remind one of the prestidigitateur, 
lo! he emerges a new man and wifeless. 
But the wife still has a husband, and 
may be prosecuted for bigamy is 
she takes a new spouse. What is 
sauce for the goose, in such a case, is not 
—so the law says—sauce for the gander. 

The enterprising husband, ambitious to 
have a plurality of wives, need not go to 
Utah, or Turkey. It is true that he is not 
entirely free from the embarrassment 
of making sqme arrangements for his 
campaign of polygamy, but that only 
adds zest to the pursuit. He cannot take 
one wife today and tomorrow legally mar- 
ry another. Sixty days is about as short 
a time as the states which most generous- 
ly dissolve Matrimonial bonds will permit 
to elapse. Practically, of course, it 
takes much longer; and such is the brev- 
ity of the span of life that it is not likely 
that the man of the most eerprising 
uxoriousness could exhaust all the oppor- 
tunities which the several generous com- 
monwealths hold out for him. 

Not many years ago a citizen of New 
York left his family, went to Pennsyl- 
vania, and, by constructive notice to his 
wife, procured a divorce; he remarried, 
became the father of children by that 
marriage, again deserted his family, and 
turned up in California, where he pro- 
cured a divorce, valid by the law of that 
state, and took a third wife by whom hé 
reared a family. 

In the course of time he died, owning 
lands in all three of the states in which 
he had married. ‘ 

In California he had a lawful wife and 
lawful children. Had he taken them to 
Pennsylvania, the California wife, by 
changing the name of the sovereign state 
in which she dwelt, would have descend- 
ed from the status of a wife, given her 
by the highest law of the land, into the 
position of a woman against whom the 
finger of scorn could justly be pointed, 
and upon whom the hard hand of the 
law could be rightfully placed. And the 
children while under the humane licy 
of ‘the law recognized as the Ofieielan of 
the mother, would have found the bar 
sinister in their escutcheon and their fa- 
ther’s property in Pennsylvania denied 
to them. 

Nor would the Pennsylvania wife and 
her offspring be in any happier lot if 
they went to New York. There wife 
number one was still the valid and onty 
wife of the much-married husband.‘ Her 
children and hers alone would be, in that 
state, legitimate. However pure and in- 
nocent either the second or third wWite, 
she would, in New York, possess and en- 
joy exactly the same status as belonged 
to those between whom no sort of mar- 
riage had ever occurred, and her chil- 
dren would be classed with the offspring 
of those who loved not wisely but too 
well. 

For the courts of New York say that 
the husband's divorce in Pennsylvania is 
void, and that the marriage relation with 
the first wife continued to exist. The 
law of Pennsylvania said the same thing 
about the California divorce, and the 
Pennsylvania wife continued to be the 
wife, notwithstanding the second divorce. 
Of course neither Pennsylvania nor Cali- 
fornia recognized the New York marriage 
as still existing, and California explicitly 
annulled the Pennsylvania marriage. In 
the land which the husband owned in 
New York his first wife took dower. In 
the land which he owned in Pennsylvania 
the second wife took dower. The third 
wife took her widow’s rights in the Cali- 
fornia land. 


It is monstrous, but it is true, that if 
the husband had been careful to keep his 
first wife out of California and Pennsyl- 
vania, his second wife out of New York 
and California, and his thirti wife out of 
New York and Pennsylvania, and any 
two from being in one state ‘at the 
same time, he could have continued to 
sustain marital relations with all three, 
and in so doing have violated no law. 

A wife left her husband in New York, 
and journeying to another state, in due 
time obtained a divorce and remarried. 
There was no provision of the decree re- 
fusing to the husband the right to re- 
marry. After the lapse of a few years 
of loneliness, he yearned for another 
trial at the matrimonial yoke, and took 
a wife. He was prosecuted for bigamy 
and convicted. 

The court of appeals of New York sus- 
tained the conviction on the ground that 
the divorce of the wife while valid in the 
state where granted, could not be recog- 
nized in New York, and as she was, there- 
fore, still the wife of the New York hus- 
band, his second marriage was bigamous. 

Recently a New Jersey editor, tiring 
of his wife, went to a western state, pro- 
cured a divorce, married again, and took 
the second wife to New Jersey. At last 
accounts he was editing his newspaper 
behind prison bars, while the interesting 
fact was being drilled into his conscious- 
ness that he might leave the jail and live 
with his first wife so long as it pleased 
him to do so; and that he might leave 
New Jersey and live where fe pleased 
elsewhere with his second wife; and that 
he might return to New Jersey, and re- 
join his first wife and resume marital 
relations with her. This aiternation of 
spouses he might thus practice ad libi- 
tum, 

This is what our system vf state laws 
permits. I have cited three cases in sub- 
stance as they actually occurred. No 
very vivid imagination is needed to mul- 
tiply the potentialities of the s'tuation. 


The most recent statistics of divorces 
granted show that the number Is growing 
more rapidly than our population. It is 
true that a large majority of the divorces 
are granted in the state in which the 
marriage took place, but without resort to 
statistics, everybody knows that thous- 
ands of divorces are annually granted for 
causes which ate inadequate if the mar- 


ful.

riage relation is as solemn a thing as 
we have become accustomed to think It; 


and, worse than all, the causes so vary. 


in the different states and the effect of 
divorces granted in one state is so di- 
verse in the several commonwealths of 
the union, as to make occurrences like 
those just described frequent and shame- 


What is the remedy? The answer is 
obvious. Uniformity of law respecting, 
first, what shall constitute marriage, and, 
second, how the marriage relation may be 
dissolved, 

Two methods of reaching this selutary 
result have been proposed and urged. 
First, by securing uniformity of legisla- 
tion in the several states. Second, cy so 


‘ amending the federal constitution as to 


repose in‘congress the power to enact 
uniform laws respecting marriage and 
divorce. 

The first of these methods has been dil- 
igently pursued for many years by ihe 
National Divorce Reform League, with 
some, useful results, especially in the way 
of organizing state commissions, by pro- 
ceadling in an orderly way to educate and 
arouse public opinion, and in proposing 
schemes of reform to the state jegls- 
latures. @reat good has undouctedly been 
done by this organization, and its work 
ought to be prosecuted until actual uni- 
formity is accomplished, either by state 
laws or by the delegation to congress of 
power to legislate on the subject. 

Every step toward uniformity is prog- 
ress in the right direction; yet, when cne 
considers the diversity of opinion in the 
widely separated areas of our country, 
the absolute impossibility of securing wni- 
formity of declaration of the law by the 
courts of the states and that when uni- 
formity is once obtained, if ever it is, 
there must. be an eternal battle to main- 
tain it, one conceives faintly the ciffi- 
culties which line the path toward state 
uniformity. 


On the other hand, if the power is lodged 
in congress to deal with the subject, the 
question of uniformity is answered once 
for all; and, in my opinion, uniformity 
and universality are more important than 
a limitation of causes, necessary though 
that be. 

Those who advocate uniformity through 
the states have made a tactical! mistake, 
in my opinion, in taking no part in the 
advocacy of a constitutional amendment 
giving congress suitable power. They 
have erred in supposing that the battle 
has been fought for the amendment and 
lost. The fact is it has hardly commenced. 
They have failed also to see, if there is 
a real opposition in certain states to the 
enlargement of federal power, that oppo- 
sition will be more likely to aid in state 
uniformity if there is a threat of national 
uniformity. But I.do not desire to be 
placed in an attitude of opposition to the 
Divorce Reform League. My efforts will 
be put forth to advance the cause they 
advocate. I merely fail to see why the 
two methods should not be simultaneous- 
ly pursued by all friends of the reform. 

Let me say a few words on this subject 
of a constitutional amendment, 


In the earlier paragraphs of this article 
I have referred to the fact that marriage 
as a relation between man and woman, 
according to the view of all the civilized 
world, except a segregated few, is per- 
manent both as to place and person. There 
is no different social foundation in the 
several states. There may be differences 
in the tenure of property and the methods 
of its transfer. No violence is done to 
Our system of civilization by the use of 
various methods of electing public offi- 
cers, nor in determining the kind of offi- 
cial positions to be filled or the duties to 
be performed thereunder. These are all 
primarily and, indeed, fundamentally of 
purely local character and local interest. 
However desirable uniformity may be re- 
specting the administration of justice, the 
creation and regulation of corporations, 
they are not generally national in their 
character, and the lack of uniformity 
does net in any serious respect involve 
any fundamental principle of our national 
life or our national efvilization. 

Not so as to the contract of marriage 
and the method of dissolving it. The re- 
lation so permeates our social system as 
to recognize no state boundary, and is 
shocked by passing from oné jurisdiction 
into another where a different view—as 
exyressed in law—prevails respecting its 
sancity. , 

In the state of Utah, a sovereign state 
of the American union, while polygamous 
marriages are forbidden by the consti- 
tution and the law, polygamous living is 
permitted, and, it is claimed, polygamous 
marriages continue to be contracted. The 
legtslature of the state, recently, by large 
majorities in both houses, passed a law so 
restricting the method of instituting pros- 
ecutions for the crime of having plural 
wives, that if the governor had not vetoed 
the bill, it is safe to say that there would 
have been no limitation whatever on con- 
cubinage in that state. It is apparent 
that the passage of such a constitutional 
amendment as that proposed would em- 
power congress to settle the polygamy 
question as well as the divorce problem. 


Suppose that, instead of permitting plu- 
ral wives, one of the states should per- 
mit divorces for the most trivial reasons, 
so that a husband or wife, in order to be 
divorced, had but to remove to that juris- 
diction and ask that the marriage be dis- 
solved; what would be the nation’s judg- 
ment as to its duty? Would it say that 
this festering sore should remain? 

Chief Justice Waite once said: 

“Marriage, while from its very nature 
a@ sacred obligation, is nevertheless. in 
most civilized nations, a civil contract 
and usually regulated by law. Upon it 
society may be said to be built, and out 
of its fruits spring socta] relations, obli- 
gations and duties with which govern- 
ment is necessarily required to deal.” 

Even more significant and cogent are 
these words of Justice Matthews in the 
case of Murphy vs. Ramsey: 

_ereninty no legislation can be supposed 
more wholesome and necessary in the 
founding of a free, self-governing com- 
monwealth than that which seeks to es- 
tablish it on the basis of the idea of the 
family, as consisting in and springing 
from the union for life of one man and 
one woman in the holy estate of matri- 
mony; the sure foundation of all that is 
stable and noble in our civilization: the 
best guarantee of that reverent morality 
which is the source of all progress.”’ 

If it be true, as Chief Justice Waite 
says, that “‘society is built upon the mare 
riage relation;’’ if, as Justice Matthews 
says, “the union for life of one man and 
One woman in the holy estate of matri- 
mony is the sure foundation of all that 
is stable and. noble in our civilization’ — 
in what higher work could this people 
engage than in the effort to have the law 
declare that marriage should be a well- 
defined contract, and its dissolution de- 
creed only upon uniform grounds? 

Those who advocate the passage of the 
constitutional amendment are not sure 
that it will ever be passed. But there will 
always be those who are determined to 
see this stain upon our system of laws en- 
tirely effaced. Whatever may not happen, 
there can be no effort lost which results 


| in arousing the public conscience.

THROUGHOUT GEORGIA 
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Increase in Cotton Acreage 
Four Per Cent and Crop 
_ [s Rather Late

REPORTS ARE RECEIVED — 
FROM ALL THE COUNTIES 


Fruit Crop Is More Than 25 Per 
Cent Off—Grain, as a Rule, Is 
in Good Shape—Figures 
Showing Crop Status 
Over State. 


The department of agriculture has just 
completed the work of making up the 
average acreage and condition of Georgia 
crops, using June Ist as the basis, and the 
figures showing the status of the crops 
throughout the state and in the different 
sections are presented herewith. 

‘There has been much’ complaint of late 
among the farmers over the condition of 
their crops, and the reports show that, 
to some extent, it is justified. The stands 
of cotton-are not up tu the average, Mvch 
of the crop had to be repianted, and it is 
on an average from fourteen to nineteen 
days late all over the state. 

The fruit crop also is considerably Le- 
low the average, but grain shows up well 
and other crops seem to be in an aver- 


age condition. 

Perhaps the most important point shown 
in the report is that the increase in tke 
cotton acreage is only from 2to 7 per cent 
in the different sections, but the lo8s in 
the condition of the crop, it is heiieved, 
will more than compensate for this gein. 

The department of agriculture sent out 
from six to ten circulars to each of the 
187 counties in the state. Thes> circulars 
contained thirty-four questio.1s, asking as 
to the comparative acreage and ccndi- 
tion of the various crops, ani replies were 
received from between 0 and 1,00 of 
them oor an average of saven or eight 
from each county in the state. The let- 
ter accompanying this circular sent Out 
by the department is as f)llows: 

‘Questions for May crop report, 1901. 
Returnable June 1, 1901. 

“Department of Agriculture, Atlanta, 
Ga., May 15. 1901.—Dear Sir: Please an- 
swer the following questions on the ist 
day of June or as early as possible after 
that date, and mail promptly, so as to 
reach this office by the 3d. 3 

‘“‘An average crop, or average condition, 
or anything with which compari¢on 1! 
made, is always taken as .00. Thus, i 
the corn crop at any time is 10 per cent 
better than Jast year, or 10 per ccnt better 
than an average, it should be reported as 
110 in each case, and if 10 per cent below 
these standards, it showld be reportcd %. 
Avoid vague comparisons, such as “some 
better,’ ‘hardly so good,”. ‘above an aver- 
age,’ etc. 

“In making up your answers Ict them 
apply to the whole county in which you 
reside, not simply to your own farm. 

“If a crop about which .questions are 
asked is not grown in your cornty, use 
the character X. If you have not sufficient 
data to make an approximate estimate, 
leave the space blank. Very respectful’y,

Averages for the State. 

The reports received from every ccunty 
in the state show an average increase in 
the cotton acreage over last year vf 4 per 
cent, the smallest inzrease being 2 per 
cent in north Georgia and 7 per cent in 
south Georgia. The government ieport, 
issued about ten days ago, showed an in- 
crease of 9 per cent in the acreage for 
Georgia. The Georgia department of agri- 
culture, however, has gone more into de- 
tai] and the officials here believe it its 
nearer correct. The condition <ind pros- 
pect of the crop compared to last yéar 
are 84 per cent and the crop all over the 
state is an average of seventeen days late, 
It was necessary to replant an average 
of 26 per cent of the crop on account cf 
frost and storms.

The average cash price for corn May ist 
was 71.8 cents per bushel; credit price 
89.6 cents. The percentage of a full sup- 
ply of cormnon hand was 62.5 per cent and 
of hay. 61 per cent.

DESPERATE ACT 
OF BOLD OUTLAM 


Tried To Drag Mrs, Stark from 
Window for Purpose of Robbery, 


SHE WAS IN HER OWN HOME 


She Clung to Window and Screamed 
fér Help—The Outlaw Failed in 
His Attempt—Police Call- 
ed in—Tells Story to 
Officers.

Then I felt 
the arms seize me about the waist. I 
threw out my hands in time to keep from 
being pulled backwards from the window. 
And I did what all other wamen would 
have done, I screamed ror help. The man 
kept pulling at me, but I kept hold of 
the sides of the window with all my 
strength. I aaw the man, but got only a 
glimpse of him in the dark.’”’ 

The officers secured a clew which point- 
ed to a negro as being the footpad, but 
they did not have sufficient evidence upon 
which to make an arrest.

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TRAINS WRECKED 

ON THE SOUTHERN 

Serious iiiet tmnt Peyton 
‘Saturday Might. 

NO PASSENGERS ARE INJURED 


Passenger Train and Freight Train 
, _ Come Together. 


WRECK TORE UP 150 FEET OF TRACK 


Freight Engine Was Overturned and 
Cars Derailed—Traffic Delay- 
ed Many Hours. 


_ .& eollision between two Southern rail- 
way trains took place Saturday night 
shortly after 11 o'clock near Peyton, a 
station about eight miles from Atlan‘a, 
on the line to Chattanooga. 

One ‘engine wes turned over, several 

cars were derailed, and the track was 
torn up for about 150 feet. Outgoing and 
incoming trains on this line were delayed 
intil 8 o’clock yesterday morning while 
the track was being cleared. No one was 
seriously tnjured. 
P The two trains in the smash-up were 
‘Passenger train No. 9, which leaves At- 
Janta at 11 o’clock p. m. for Chattanooga, 
and freight train No. 54, southbound. 

Train No. 9 is a mixed train made up 
of ptfsenger coaches and freight cars. 
The two trains had orders to meet at 
Peyton, wh-re the double tracks end. The 
passenger tra'n arrived first, and awaited 
the coming of the freight. When the 
freight arrived at the end of the double 
tracks, instead of continuing down the 
main line, it spit the switch and ran 
down cnto the passenger train. The two 
engines came together with such force 
that the freight engine was derailed and 
overturned. Some of the heavy freight 
cars were derailed and the track was 
badly torn wp. 

Engineer Huderson stuck to his engine, 
and escaped uninjured when it turned 
over. His fireman and the forward brake- 
man jumped when they saw 4a 
collision was inevitable. The passenger 
engine was badly torn up and hai its 
cylinder heads broken in 

The passengers on the train were badly 
‘§golted and alarmed. Tike rere forced to 
rerrain standing on the siding until the 
derailed cars could be moved and the 
tracks reliid. It was 8 o’clock yesterday 
morning before traffic was resumed.

SHE IS DETAINED IN ATLANTA 


| phia—Her Brother Will Ar- 
give This Morning. 


Miss J. C. Augustine, a young woman 
of a family well known in New Orleans, 
became wncontrollably. hysterical yester- 
day on the Southern limfted train from 
New York. She is detained here under 
the care of physicians and trained nurses 
awaiting the arrival of members of her 


family. 

It was with considerable difficulty and 
after Miss Augustine had created no little 
excitement that she was quieted and per- 
suaded to remafn here until her relatives 
could come on and take care of her. 

Miss Augustine’s case was most un- 
usual in its development. She, bought a 
through ticket Saturday from the Penn- 
sylvania railroad ticket agent in Phila- 
delphia from Philadelphia to New Or- 
leans. The ticket was good for passage 
via the Pennsylvania, Southern, Atlanta 
and West Point and Louisville and Nash- 
ville to New Orleans. 

Miss Augustine had been teaching 
school near Philadlephia all the winter 
and was in her usual good health when 
she bade her friends goodby and started 
home, 

Shortly after the train left Washing- 
ton Saturday night Miss Augustine be- 
gan to show symptoms of mental] de- 
rangement, and before she arrived at 
Charlotte, N. C., yesterday morning. be- 
came violent. The Pullman conductor 
Placed her in a locked stateroom and 
gave her what attention he could, 

At Charlotte Superintendent Ryder, of 
the Southern, was notified of her condi- 
tion and a eolored stewardess was put 
on the train to care for her until At- 
lanta was reached. All day yesterday 
Miss Augustine, who was in a frightfully 
nervous condition, shrieked and raved 
and attempted to do herself bodily harm, 
One of her delusions was that a conspir- 
acy had been formed to take her life. 

When the train reached Atlanta at 3:55 
o’clock yesterday afternoon Dr. W. C. 
Jarnagin, one of the Southern railway 
surgeons, was waiting to render what 
assistance he could. Because of Miss Au- 
gustine’s condition the Atlanta and West 
Point refuses to carry her on to Mont- 
gomery. Dr. Jarnagin was forced to seek 
quarters for the unfortunate woman un- 
tit her relatives came for her. She was 
refused admission at all the hospitals and 
sanatoriums in town because of an al- 
leged lack of room. 

Finally Manager George W. Scoville 
courteously agreed to receive her at the 
Aragon. 

While Dr. Jarnagin was endeavoring to 
Secure a place for her, Miss Augustine 
was left in the union station waiting 
room. She was intensely nervous and ex- 
cited and attempted to leave on several 
of the outgoing trains. The officer who 
was waiting with her allowed her to 
walk down Central avenue to the Cath- 
olic church. They went in and waited 
for Dr. Jarnagin. Miss Augustine was 
persuaded with some difficulty to leave 
the church. Twice she jumped out of 
the cab that took her to the hotel. 

In her rooms at the hotel Miss Augustine 
became quiet and ate a dinner that Dr. 
Jarnagin ordered sent to her room. She 
became composed and slept well last 
night. Miss Augustine has a brother on 
the staff of The New Orleans Picayune. 
Her family has been notified and her 
brother will arrive this morning to take 
her home.

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“What is man, thate@ethou’ shouldest 
magnify him? and that thou shouldest 
set thine heart upon him? And that 
thou shouldest visit him every morning, 
and try him every moment”?’’—John vii, 
17-18, : 

Sermon deliyered by Rev.:Caleb A. Rid- 
ley, of Monticello, Ga.: 

1. From the Standpoint of the Worid.— 
Methinks there is the same amplitude of 
beauty in the world now that first awoke 
the joyful chorus of the morning stars. 
The sun burns, the moon. beams, the birds 
sing, the flowers bloom, the skies zlearn 
with jewels now just as they did in the 
olden times; but our crooked and clouded 
visions drape the uniwerse in “Shadow. 
Some of the best men the world ever saw 
have at times looked through smoked 
lasses and seen men as trees walking. 
God made man erect that he might look 
up into the heavens where the infinit2 
meadows are sprinkled with rarest flow- 
ers, but often we find him focalizing his 
vision upon the deformities of earty and 
watching the crookedness of the race. 
And the Great Father has so arranged 
things that if we are looking for the 
beauty ebout us and for the virtues cf 
men and women, we will find the world 
full ot jolly good fellows, and be happier 
ourselves; while if we bend our visions to 
find the frailties and infirmities of life, we 
will find them, but wll also find that our 
own Characters are coarsening and 
cheapening and degenerating in the con- 
stant contact with the evil we create. As 
we look at light the eye expands to re- 
ceive more light. The-eagle from his eyriec 
above the clouds can gaZe into the un- 
velled face of the sun, because his eye 
has expanded in constant contact with its 
light. But the hoot owl and waceling bat. 
dwellers in the darkness, are blinded b)3 
the glare of the day-shine, and see noth- 
ing but one itous fh micht. 

It is calamitous fo my man to be thus 
bewitched, but doubE— so if that man be a 
child of God. Nothing under the sun ean 
get justice at the hands of a man who is 
soured upon the world and is looking at 
everything through smoked glasses. This 
was Job’s trouble in the text. He had 
stood amid the wreck and ruin of his own 
fortune and seen every dream shastiered, 
and every hope paratyz7ed. With bated 
breath he listened to the servants as one 
by one they poured their tales of woe 
into his heart. First the Sabeans fall 
upon the.domestic animals plowing in the 
field, and with the servants carry them 
away. Then fire falls from heaven and 
burns up the sheep while the Chaldeans 
kill the servants and carry away the 
camels. But the worst is not yet come. 
There is one more message to be receive. 
Behold, in the distance the last servant 
with the last message. It is thist ‘“‘Thy 
sons and thy daughters were eating and 
in their elder brother's 
house, and behold there came a ereat 
wind from the wilderness and smote the 


j four corners of the house, and it fell upon 


the young men and they are dead.’ Now, 
this was the work of the devil, permitted 
of God. Satan had declared that .if God 
would take away Jcob’s property he would 
prove himself:no better than the average 
man, but would curse Him to His face. 
This God permitted Satan to do under 
certain conditions; but Job dropped upor 
his knees and blessed the name of the 
Lord. 

So when the heavenly counsel had re- 
assembled God had triumphed in His 
servant Job, who was still as loyal as 
ever. Satan, defeated but not discouraved, 
came with another lie: “All that a 
man hath will he give for his life; put 
forth thine hand and toucn his bone and 
his flesh, and he will curse thee to thy 
face.””’ This God consented to, and Job 
is at ence smitten with a skin disease 
agonizing and loathsome. He now creeps 
out from the village as unclean, and with 
other beggars and outcasts sits down 
upon the ash-mound to bemoan his fate. 
With all nature as scenery, the silent 
sufferer sits on the mound as on a stage; 
and while travelers stop to wénder at the 
sight and then go on to spread the sa 
story abroad, and while silent spectators 
stand gazing on the fallen glory of their 
berefactor and friend, Job again opens 
his reouth and speaks. This time he 
seems discouraged and bewilderad. The 
calamities carne so thick and fast that his 
faith was about to fail him. He was re- 
lying more upon reason and less upon 
faith than in the days of his glory. What 
he says mey be summed up in this: ‘“‘k 
cannot understand why God loves man, 
anyway.” Here are the stars that cleam 
and glimmer, and the suns and moons 
that blaze and burn, and the mountains 
that point with granite fingers toward the 
Infinite—I can understand why He loves 
these; but man, who stands beside them 
an insignificant thing, frets the worlé¢ for 
a moment and is gone, I do not see vhy 
God cares for him. David expresses the 
same thought in the eighth Psalm. ‘This 
is what we call an estimate of man from 
a world standpoint. 

2. From the Standpoint of the Church.— 
The church estimates the value of a 
man according to the strength of his 
character, or what he promises to be 
worth to that church.

memory we add reason. Men reason after 
death. In the parable referred to above, 
the rich man uses the word ‘‘therefore,”’ 
and Abraham gives a reason why it ifs 
no uSe to send Lazarus to warn the 
brothers of Dives. Third. Then we add 
to the memory and reason, conscience. 
This is that faeulty of the soul by which 
we test the moral qualities of every ac- 
tion, amd discern right and wrong. It is 
not the unerring voice of God in the soul, 
for it can be so educated that you can- 
not depend upon it. Pau} conscientiously 
believed that he was doing God’s service 
by killing the saints, but he was mis- 
taken. Fourth. But there is still an- 
other faculty of the soul about which I 
must speak. It is the faculty which de- 
clares the divinity of man’s nature end 
origin. That faculty which can lead us 
along the paths of invention and creation 
up to God—the i gination. With ‘t we 
create worlds, walk the coral floors of the 
ocean and career among the stars. With 
it we take a leaf and a drop of water and 
create a forest and a sea. We kneel at 
every shrine and worship at every altar 
We enjoy all heavens and feel the pangs 
of every hell. If, then, man is a being 
of memory, reason, conscience and imeag- 
ination, how stupendous the sacrifice if 
he is lost! 

But the one thing that makes man val-

Some men, so far as we can. see, 
amount to a very. little after they have 
been saved; while others set in motior 
forces destined to 
thought and man’s religion. Andrew is 
known in the Bible, not for any sermon 
he ever preached, for if he ever preached 
one nobody thought enough of it to report 
it, but for the fact that he led to Christ 
his brother, Simon Peter. His influence 
to the church can never be estimated, for 
that Pentegostal sermon of his brother 
is still resounding and reverberating down 
the ages, gathering volume as it goes. 
giving enlargement to philanthropy, 
depth to religion, stability to law and 
progress to civilization. It will never 
cease until it breaks in splendid glory 
upon the shining shoré of the heavenly 
city, and by the grace of God, Andrew 
stands as a primary cause back of NN 
all. The reformation was pregnant with 
meaning to the church. It meant the res- 
cuing of the Bible and religious freedom 
to the world, and the bringing back of 
the*-church from the very shadow of 
death. And while Martin Luther dared 
to trust God and throw his young life 
against the tide and was the one man 
on whom God could rely in that hour 
of awful moment, yet behind Luther. 
and as a potent factor in the Reforma- 
tion, was that old German father and 
mother who picked up the beggar child 
and reared him, plantin- deep in the 
fertile soil of his manly soul the seed 
principles from which grew the mighty 
Struggle. And so it is. Back of every 
steam engine is a Stevhenson. Back of 
every cotton gin there jis.a Whitney. Back 
of every telegraph'‘there ts a Morse. 
Back of every new world there is a 
Columbus. And back of all great preach- 
ers of the everlasting gospel there is 
some Andrew or Philip, who, bv personal 
effort, brought them to a knowledge of 
the truth. 

3. From God's Standpoint.—If we would 
find out the real value of a man we 
must look not from a world standpoint, 
or even from the standpoint of the 
church, but from God's standpoint. There 
are none great in God's sight except 
men who are great from purity of mo- 
tive and sweetness of purpose. Houses 
and lands and banks and stocks do not 
exalt one in God's sight. The boy in 
homespun, tossing under the spur and 
lash of dreams that can never come true. 
and burning out his heart with longings 
that can never be satisfied, finds equal 
audience with the millionaire when they 
approach the impartial court of God. The 
rich and the raved, the lordly and the 
low, the mean and the mighty, the out- 
cast and the king, each in his turn gets 
an impartial hearing at the divine bar> 
The clothes you wear, the houses you 
live in, the position you occupy, the 
stock you possess, do not recommend 
you to God. His piercing eye is looking 
deeper than these for the real man. 
In His sight the most insignificant news- 
bov that ever accosted a traveler on 
the publie street is of far more value 
than all the harvest fields that ever 
shook their glittering gold over the hills 


“of Palestine, or all the gold and silver 


that was ever coined beneath the firma- 
mental heavens. If the church estimated 
man from this. point of view, she would 
labor for the individual and rest not 
until she had carried the glad tidings to 
every home and every heart. 

Let us look at man in the different 
relations he sustains to God. Being. im- 
mortal, his soul is s®poker of in the 
Scripture as that part of man that re- 
joices, and loves, and sorrows, and 
hates. ‘From the parable of the rich 
man and Lazarus we learn that the soul

Sam Jones walking the streets of Atlanta 
with a friend of mine saw a drunken sot 
reeling into a back alley, wnen he said: 
“There goes Sam Jones but for the grace 
of God.’’ Not so much then for what a 
man is as for what he may one day be- 
come. One day you might have seen on 
the streets of Worcester, Mass., a thin, 
awkward, staggering young man, with 
bleared eyes and swo:.len nose—the scorn 
of enemies and the pity of friends. You 
say he is a wretch—a dog. But the eve 
of the infinite Father was upon him. By 
the grace of God he was transformed und 
we follow him up and down the earth, 
as with a burning message ne inspires the 
young, comforts the old, guides the way- 
ward, guards the innocent and gives new 
strength to the bruised and broken-heart- 
ed. That young man was John B. Gough. 

In a Boston shoe store is another awk- 
ward youth without the advantages of 
college or high school. He is woefully 
ignorant. The world has not even no- 
ticed him, and the church nas thought 
very little about his condition, but*the 
eye of God was upon him. He eccepted 
Christ and offered himself to the church 
as a candidate for membership, but was 
refused. The pastor saw nothing in him 
and advised him to wait at least twelve 
months. But never mind... Keep your 
eyes on that boy. The scene has cnanged. 
That young man has preached the gos- 
pel on two contfnents, and when he came 
to the bed of death, aftér having led 
4,000,000 souls to a knowledge of Jesus 
Christ, he left a testimony behind him 
that will yet lead its thousands unto the 
Lord. Then closing his eyes he went cut 
to meet his Savior with a smile. And that 
boy was Dwight L. Moody. 

Yonder in Kentucky is another lad—tall, 
straight and ugly—splitting rails to fence 
a cabin where the din of progress has 
never been heard and where civilization 
has never reached. There is no hope you 
say for him. But I see him moved by 
some indefinable impulse. He fights his 
way through that forest and «limbs into 
the legislature of Illinois, and from here 
we watch with anxious eye until Ae has 
won his way into a nation’s heart and 
become chief executive of the grandest 
nation beneath the stars. When in the 
middle of life he was taken from us, a 
nation bowed its head and wept, fcr the 
grandest man ever born beneath the 
American flag was dead. A man who had 
the power of a despot and yet ruled with 
the tenderness of a woman. And that 
man was Abraham HEincoln. “hen we 
have “‘Jim’’ Garfield pulling the lines over 
a canal mule, only to be raised up to 
James A. Garfield, president of the 
United States. And there is ..Andy cobPn- 
son, the tailor, who has become Andrew 
Johnson, the president. That boy who 
used to hold horses at the door of a the- 
ater has. become William Shakespeare, 
the ess poet and the mightiest rman 
beneath Puropean skies, and has scen a 
copy of his own verses kissed oy the lips 
of a queen. The son of a wool comber 
has looked beyond the mystic bounds of 
an old world and caught a glimpse of a 
new continent swinging out in propless 
space. Herschel, the music teacher, has 
saved his scanty earnings and bought him 
a telescope, and now he has set new 
stars in the diadem of night. So we say, 
you cannot value a man according to 
what he is today, but according to what 
he may one day become.

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‘Dr. C. P. Bridewell preached a special 

sermon to one of the church committees 

on “The Messages of the Flowers.”’ 
This committee, but recently formed, 
has as a part of its work the mission of 
brightening- the church with flowers, 
which, after they have served their pur- 
pose there, are s«ht to the sick of the 
church or to the’ hospitals. Each mem- 


ber at the service brought a bouquet of 
flowers, and after the service they, in a 


| body, took them to the Grady hospital. 


Dr. Bridewell said: 

“If in nothing else was the wisdom of 
God displayed to us, am] if in no other 
way we had ever been pcPmitted to learn 
there was a God, I am sure that a care- 
ful study of the beautiful flowers that 
clothe the earth would reveal to us the 
fact that an infinite and all-wise being 
must have created them. Moreover, if 
the heavens declare the giory of Géd, the 
flowers display the goodness of God. They 
were not necessary for man’s existence. 
God might have left the earth without its 
beautiful carpet of green, but, in order 
that the flowers might constantiv teach 
us of God's wisdom and goodness and 
love, He has planted them everywhere, 
and caused them to bloom at all times. 
There are flowefs that bloom in the morn- 
ing, sending us to our dafly toils with 
their fragrant blessings; there are flow- 
ers that bloom in the darkness of the 
night, to cheer us amidst the gloom of 
sorrow and trial. 

“The messages which the flowers bring 
us are several, and among them’ one 
concerning this—the folloy of pride in 
dress. We are accustomed to think that 
Solomon, in his wonderful palace, with 
his throne of ivory, overlaid wit& pure 
gold; with his gorgeous vestments, was 
the culmination and type of human splen- 
dor: and we think rightly. Nevertheless, 
even Solomon, in all of his glory, Was not 
arrayed like one of the lilies of the field. 
Our tastes are artificial and coarse. We 
prefer Solomon's flashing colors to the 
lily’s modest hues, but e who was the 
Lord of nature, looked on the wealth of 
gorgeous flowers that decked the fields of 
Galilee, and pronounced them unspeak- 
ably beyond the deftest workings of hu- 
man art, whether that working be with 
scupltor’s chisel, or painter’s brush, or 
poet’s pencil. The argument is this: 
Do not be anxious about external appear- 
ances; do not ask ‘What shall I wear?’ 
‘How shall I wear it?’ ‘What ornaments 
most become me?’ ‘What are the latest 
styles?’ for know that.the most gorgeous- 
ly apparelled queen of earth is surpassed 
by the humblest flower in the shaded dell. 

‘“‘Tearn another, and the chief lesson 
taught us by the flowers—fret not, but 
trust. Consider the lilies of the field, 
how they grow! Without anxiety or 
care, they blossom into loveliness; with- 
out weaving their peta!is are woven; with- 
out toiling, their con*plex tissues are 
spun; without any effort the whole flow- 
er slowly comes, ready-made, from the 
loom of God, in its more than Solomon- 
like splendor. As respects anxiety and 
care, our lives should be like the lily. 
We need take no thought for the life— 
what we shall eat, or what we shall.put 
on—for if God so clothe the grass of the 
field, how much more will He clothe you? 
Every flower, however ephemeral, is a ser- 
mon on God’s providential care, for there 
is not a flower so tiny, or hidden, but that 
the Heavenly father ceaselessly, by day 
and by night, in summer and in winter, fos- 
ters it with as delicate and loving care 
as he fosters the mightiest oak that 
towers in Californian forest. How re- 
sistless is the argument of the Master: 
If the Faffaer. cares for the flowers—such 
feeble and transient things—how much 
more will He care for you, His immortal 
sons?”’ 
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Rev. William J. Holtzclaw, the pastor, 
preached at the Jones Avenue Baptist 
church on “The Importance of Feeding 
Upon the Word of God.”’ He selected for 
his text the second verse of the fifty- 
fifth chapter of the prophecy of Isaiah: 
“Wherefore do ye spend money for that 
which is not bread? and your labor for 
that which satisfieth not? Hearken dili- 
gently unto Me, and eat ye that which 


in fatness.”’ ; 

Dr. Holtzclaw said in part: ‘Brethren, 
the great work before us today is that 
of soul-winning and soul-developing. The 
strength of the soul, like that of the body, 
depends very largely upon. what it feeds. 
We are wiliing to admit that this is true 
with regard to the physica]. and mental, 
but we are slow to see that the same 
thing is true of the spiritual. There are 
thousands of spiritual dwarfs who are the 
direct result of the lack of food, or tco 
much unwholesome food. The one great 
aim of our young people’s movement is 
to produce generations of Christians who 
shall have a better knowledge of the 
Scriptures and a better equipment for ser- 
vice,- Their motto is correct—‘Saved to 
Serve.’ The great need of the hour is 
both hearers and doers of the word. The 
result of an honest study of the Bible 
and of hearing the gospel] is threefo!d: 
Some will be converted, like the Philip- 
pian jailer; some will be fed, like Mary 
of Bethany, who sat at the Master's feet; 
and others will be hardened by their re- 
jection of the truth. God’s word is de- 
clared to be ‘quick and powerful, and 
sharper than two-edged sword, piercin 
even to the dividing asunder of son! anc 
spirit. and is a discerner of the thoughts 
and intents of the heart.’ Thousands of 
lost souls might be saved and happy toc- 
day but for the fact that they will not 
give up sin. The offer of salvation is 
made to all. ‘If any man will be My 
disciple, let him deny himself daily and 
take up his cross and follow Me and he 
shall have treasure in heaven.’ The Sayv- 
jor said: ‘Ye will not come unto Me that 
ye might have life.’ 

“The gospel becomes a savor of life 
unto life, or of death unto death, as men 
heaz it and accept it, or turn a deaf ear 
to it and reject it. It has brought con- 
viction and conversion to those who have 
undertaken to overthrow it. .Gilbert 
West and Lord Lyttleton, two of Eng- 
land’s infidels, set out to prove the Bible 
to be an imposture. Instead of convincing 
the word that the resurrection of Christ 
and the conversion of Saul of Tarsus was 
a fake, they were both gloriously con- 
verted, and now we have the two splen- 
did books, ‘Observations on the Resurrec- 
tion of Christ.’ by West. and ‘Obsérva- 
tions on the Conversion of Paul,’ bv Lyt- 
tleton. These men saw the need of Christ, 
but they also saw the importance of giv- 
ing the soul something to feed upon. The 
Word of God. therefore, is not only used 
as the ‘sword of the spirit’ in bringing 
men to a knowledge of Christ as a per- 
sonal Savior, but it must be used in feed- 
ing souls, agd in developing and prepar- 
ing them for service. As many are care- 
less concerning proper food for the vhys- 
ical man, so very manv are indifferent 
as to the best food for the spiritual man. 

“Many sit down to the table and cat 
whatever may taste good without any 
thought of results, Too many are con- 
tent with what seems to satisfy for the 
present. Carelessness and indifference as 
to the character of food has produced 
| thousands of physical dyspepties, but

It reminds one of going to a 
French restaurant where you are served 
in a number of courses and feel about 2s 
hungry at the conclusion as you were at 
the beginning. Millions of souls are hun- 
gering for a good gospel square meal. The 
hungry soul wants the pure gospel and 
nothing will take its piace. There are 
some preachers, and some hearers, who 
never get above the entertainment idea. 

is may be more the fault of the 
preacher than of the hearer. 

‘‘We have all heard the story of the 
preacher who, after twenty years in the 
ministry, met an old college classmate 
who had made a success on the stage, 
and said to the actor: ‘Why is it that 

reach fiction and have immense 

to hear you, while I preach truth 

ave only a handful to hear me?’ 
‘Why,’ said the actor, ‘that is easily ex- 
plained; I preach fiction as if it were 
truth and you preach truth as if it were 
fiction.’ 

“The man who preaches the gospel as 
if it was the last sermon he would ever 
preach this side of eternity. and feeling 
that he would soon stand before the Judge 
to give an account of his stewardship, 
will never preach to empty pews. Peo- 
Ple who want to hear the gospel want it 
pure and simple.’’ 
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The. services at the First Christian 
church yesterday were pecullarly impres- 
sive. 

Rev. Sherman B. Moore has commenced 
a house-to-house visitation that he may 
learn to Know his people in their own 
homes. His subject, ‘‘Church Prosperity,”’ 
was, therefore, timely; and his sermon 
from the text ‘‘O Lord, I beseech Thee 
now send prosperity,’’ Psalms cxviii, 25, 
was strong and apropos. 

“This text,’’ said Mr. Moore, “is from 
one of the .Messianic Psalms. The psalm- 
ist prays for the prosperity of Zion. Every 
Christian should pray for the prosperity 
of the church. 

‘‘We are apt to have erroneous ideas of 
what constitutes church prosperity. From 
my viewpoint increase in wealth is not 
always indicative of increase in prosper- 
ity. Increase in numbers is not a certain 
sign of increase in prosperity. The nu- 
merically strong church may not be so 
active as the wide-awake, smaller and 
more spiritually-minded church.”’ 

Here Mr. Moore presented a very vivid 
word-painting of Gideon and his band, 
and said: 

‘The three hundred under God and 
Gideon accomplished more than the great 
host that turned back, cowardly shrink- 
ing, could have acomplished. Large au- 
diences simply, then, cannot be taken asa 
source of prosperity; there is, however. 
one unfailing exception—large congrega- 
tions at the mid-week prayer meeting 
ever indicate a strong, spiritual, prosper- 
ous church.’’ 

From the positive viewpoint of the 
subject Mr. Moore declared: 

“A chureh of Christ to be really ypros- 
perous must be made up of a regenerat- 
ed membership. 

“With such a membership,” he said, 
“there will be a faithful discharge of 
duty along all lines of church work so 
ed as lies within the power of such mem- 
ers,.”’ 

In the Christian Endeavor and in the 
Young People’s Christian Endeavor work 
Mr. Moore sees great hope for the future 
of the church; but he quoted many pas- 
sages of scripture exhorting his hearers 
to greater zeal. 7 

“Are we doing our part?’ he asked. 
“Our part should be, is, our best, our 
very best to win souls for Christ.”’ and 
by way of emphasis, with much effect, h@ 
quoted: 


“TI think I should mourn o’er my sor- 
rowful fate, 
If sorrow in heaven there be, 
If no one should be at the beautiful 


gate, 
Both waiting and watching for me. 


“‘How sadly I'd feel ‘in the heavenly 
state, 
If sadness in heaven there be, 
If no one should be at the beautiful 
gate, 
Conducted to heaven by me, 


““*O Lord, I beseech Thee for wisdom and 
grace, 
In winning lost souls unto Thee: 
That ea may be in that beautiful

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. FIRST BAPTIST. 


Rev. Dr. W. W. Landrum preached at 
the First Baptist church vesterday morn- 
ing on the text In Luke xxili. 47: ‘‘The 
centurion glorified God, Saying, certainly 
this was a righteous man.” He said in 
part: 

“What a confession is this coming from 
the heart and conscience of the Roman 
centurion as he contemplated Christ on 
the cross. It is the common sense ver- 
dict of an honest man of the world. 

The kingship of Jesus was based on 
His perfect humanity. Robed and 
crowned monarch was he when he wore 
the cruel purple and the piercing thorns. 
Never before, never since, was_ there 
such sovereignty over | circumstances. 
Never before, never since, did man bear 
himself so placidly and so purely in the 
midst of outrage and indignity, scorn 
and derision, suffering and death. See 
Him in that hour of His extremest hu- 
miliation standin~ in the grandeur of 
holy Calvary, above the yelling crowd. 
Pilate, when he condemned Him, stretch- 
ing forth his index finger, cried: ‘Behold 
the man!’ It was an involuntary tribute 
of praise which has thrilled with emotion 
untold millions of hearts.”’ 

In treating the subject of Christ’s man- 
hood, the minister dwelt particularly on 
the three points of His independence, His 
blamelessness and His love. ‘‘He came 
forth from. the place of condemnation 
with a calm tread solitary and alone. 
Friends by the hundred, if they had re- 
ceived the slightest encouragement from 
Him by: word or look, would have stood 
by His side or struck blows for His de- 
fense. He allowed them to hurry away 
and save themselves from implication 
in His sufferings and sorrows. In the 
supreme moment Jesus was alone. Inde- 
pendence, complete and absolute inde- 
pendence as was that of Jesus, is the 
highest reach of nerfect manhood; it is 
kinship and communion with God.” 

In speaking of the blamelessness of Je- 
sus, Dr. Landrum said: 

‘‘Rumor attacked His reputation’ slan- 
der made free with His motives; perjury 
traduced His character. These did not 
blind the centurion’s eyes. He was a dis- 
cerning observer. The centurion, putting 
rumor, slander, perjury aside, saw the 
facts of inward character. On these un- 
questionable facts he founded his convic- 
tion that Jesus was a righteous man. 
Jesus was the Son of God. Believe me 
when I tell you we may know Jesus more 
intimately and more accurately than the 
bluff old Roman captain and become as- 
sured that He was holy, harmless, unde- 
filed and separate from sinners. 

“The centurion saw, too, the matchless 
quality of the love of Jesus. It was the 
master passion of Christ's spirit. Never 
before, never since, was there a love 
which no persecution could weaken, no 
cruelty destroy, no hatred curdle into 
resentment. It was all-comprehending 
love. It took on His enemies. It was a 
love which waxed stronger when human 
hate heated itself into the hottest flames 
of consuming destruction. Look on the 
Jesus as He forgot His own sufferings 
on the cross to counsel the women of 
Jerusalem weeping for. Him in the dis- 
tance. Listen while He prays God's for- 
giveness of the people who falsely ac- 
cused. Him,-of the witnesses who falsely 
testified against Him. of the judges who 
cowardly condemned Him, of the soldiers 
who were the instruments of all this plot 
at inhumanity and injustice. ‘Father,

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E ELOQUENT SERMONS HEARD 
‘IN THE CHURCHES YESTERDAY 
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© SECOND BAPTIST. 


Rev. John E. White, after an absence 
from his pulpit for two Sundays, was 
greeted yesterday by a very large congre- 
gation. He preached from Ezekiel xivii, 


9: “And everything whither the river 
cometh shall live.’’ He said in part: 

“To know the history of civilization one 
must go much to the great rivers of the 
earth. Heathen nations have worshipped 
them as divine not because of their mys- 
tery but because of the blessings the 
have conferred upon the countries throug 
which they flowed. And in the Bible it- 
self s0 many great events and symbolic- 
al truths are associated with rivers that 
students of the scriptures have inclined 
to give them a large place as moral and 
religious agencies of God. 

“The river which Ezekiel describes most 
aptly suggests in verse a fact always io 
be noted In the study of the religion of 
Jesus. 

“It v#is in the beginning small. This 
fact is erected into a principle of Chris- 
tianity by Christ Himself in His words 
‘The kingdom of heaven is like a grain 
of mustard seed.’ 

“Christianity at its outset was a slender 
stream. No favoring tide of public opinion 
swelled it. No stream of contemporary 
prejudice augmented it. It was abso- 
lutely without the momentum of those 
ordinary passions of self-interest which 
are relied upon to carry forward world- 
ly enterprises. It was fostered by no 
distinguished company, Yet this fact 
of its weakness at the outset has been 
no small part of its power of appeal. The 
lone figure of Christ ‘against a frowning 
world is very dear to the hearts of His 
followers today. athe 

‘“‘But note in the third and fourth verses 
that the river seemed to have a erenge 
power of persistence and increase. oO 
with Christianity. It had onflowing pow- 
er. There was a resistless continuance 
about the new faith that indicated a 
higher source than human somewhere. 
Its divine founder was gone, but it moves 
on all the more after His ascension. Ris- 
en to His Father’s throne he has only 
elevated the fountain of its flow, increas- 
ing the momentum of its current. We 
cannot explain the advantage of Chris- 
tianity over other beliefs by the .fact 
that Christ was a so much better man. 

‘‘Back in the ages have arisen men like 
Marcus Aurelius and Caton and Xenophen 
who exhibited in the splendor of their 
souls, in the attitude of their lives a cul- 
ture and an attainment ery! divine. But 
there is this all-sufficient difference. They 
were great in themselves; but they did 
not have Christ’s river power—the power 
of onfiow and overflow—after they were 
gone. They did not peas and re- 
plenish the virtue of a race. Dying they 
left only the fading fragrance of noble 
human lives, but nothing like a river of 
blessing from them went on to touch 
the bank and shoal of time with a power 
to beget men like they had been. Rous- 
seau sald ‘Socrates died like a philoso- 
pher, but Jesus Christ like a God.’ That 
apart from his reference to the manner 
of His death shopld mean that Christ 
did not die at alk but flowed on in a 
God-like river to bless and redeem the 
earth. 

‘‘Hear the prophet again: ‘Ankle deep,’ 
‘knee deep,’ ‘loin deep,’ ‘and then he 
measured another thousand cubic#and it 
was a river that I could not pass over 
for the waters were risen, water’ to 
swim in, a river that could not be passed 
over.’ Mark that a sudden mighty im- 
pulse seemed to have seized it, piling its 
waters quickly into a flood. rom ‘loin 
deep’ it makes a tremendous leap in vol- 
ume and ower. Such has been the 
course of Christianity. At the end of 
the first one hundred years of the Chris- 
tian era there were, it is estimated, 500,- 
000 Christians. Recurring to Ezekiel’s fig- 
ure, this is Christianity ‘to the ankles.’ 
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At the evening service Dr. A. R. Hol- 
derby took issue with the tenets of Chris- 
tian Science. His text was Jeremiah vi, 
16: ‘“‘Ask for the old ‘paths where is the 
g00d way.”’ 

“There are many new ways of salva- 
tion,’”’ began the pastor. ‘‘Men are con- 
tinually inventing new schemes by which 
thev hope to be saved. They do this be- 
cause they do not like God's way. 

Christian Science, theosophy and all 
these other new religious fads are said 
to be prospering. They are getting con- 
verts beeause their creed is opposed to 
the Bible. They sap the very foundation 
of the Christian religion, 

Christian Science is in no sense Chris- 
tian. The so-called Christian Science 
church cannot be Christian because it de- 
nies the fact that Christ is a person. The 
church declares that Christ is a divine 
principle, not a person. If Christ is not a 
verson then.He did not die on the cross. 
o the Christian Science church throws 
the atonement overboard. Christtan Sci- 
ence says that sin, sickness, death is a 
belief only. Death is an illusion, for there 
is no death. Christian Science says heaven 
is not a locality and there is no final 
judgment. 

“Christian Science says ‘But one way to 
heaven—harmony.' If people can be saved 
by the Christian Science faith then the 
Bible is not true. God’s Word declares 
there is but one way. Christ Himself said 
that He was the way. This is the good 
old way of salvation. In considering the 
good old way, let us remember that— 

Faith in the Lord Jesus Christ is the 
first necessary step to be taken. ‘By 
grace are ye saved through faith.’ Grace 
is God's part in the plan of salvation. 
Faith is man’s. part. 

“By grace upon the part of God as a 
free gift, man is saved, But the sinner 
must accept the offered salvation. God 
does not compel men to be saved against 
their will. hat would destroy man’s 
free moral agency. 

“This way of salvation has always been 
God’s way since the fall: of our first 
arents. Had Adam and Eve kept God’s 
aw then salvation would have been by 
the works of the law. 

But as Adam failed to keep the cove- 
nant which God first made with him, God 
saw fit to make another covenant, and 
that is the covenant of grace by which 
all must be saved if saved at all. 

Another part of the good old way is 
the way of repentance. 

Man says reformation will answer. God 
says no. ‘Except ye repent ye shall per- 
ish.’ This is the part of God’s way that 
men do not like. 

“And this is about the most difficult 
part of the way. The natural heart of 
man scorns repentance. True repentance 
makes the sinner get down in the dust 
before God. This is too humiliating to 
the proud heart of man. But it is the 
good, old way, and nothing else will an- 
swer. A man may reform, but reforma- 
tion is not sorrow for sin. A man may 
reform, but reformation is not a turning 
from sin to God. Many a man has re- 
formed and yet has not turned unto God. 
Forsaking sin js not repentance. There 
—_— be true sorrow and a turning unto 

‘Another part of the good old way is 
obedience. Man does not like to obey. It 
runs against his nature. His will is per- 
verted. Every man wants his. own way. 
His will is opposed to God's will. God's 
commandments are grievous to the nat- 
ural heart. God says we must keep His 
commandments, We must obey His laws. 
No man can keep the whole law and yet 
we are commanded to obey God. God 
does not expect man to nrg His laws as 
a means of salvation.. but if saved man 
will be disposed to obey God though he 
will necessarily fail sometimes. 

If we are saved we will endeavor to 
keep God's laws. ‘And this obedience will 
not be difficult. If we love God, we will 
love to obey Him. We are saved by faith. 
not by our obedience.
